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Mileage Law May Bo Shocker At Trade-In Time

A new federal Uw going Into effect 


Jin. 18 will be • real shocker to many 
Illinois motorlfU when It comes time for 
them to trade in their autos for a newer 
model. 


That's the opinion of three area auto 


sales experts, commenting on the effect 
of the Motor Vehicle Information and 
Cost Savings Act The law prohibits car 
owner or auto dealers from tampering 
with an auto's odometer to conceal ac- 
tual mileage. 


True, wed car buyers will benefit from 


the new law as they seek factual In- 


dicators of quality and performance. 
Reading the mileage on a used trade-in 
car is often as Informative as kicking the 
tires. 


BUT CAR owners trading In high-mile-, 


age cars, however, may be stunned to' 
leam that their vehicle doesn't bring the 
price they had hoped for, said Ross Kel- 
sey, executive vice president of the Chi- 
cago Automobile Trade Association. "It 
stands to reason that if you bring in one 
with 80,000 miles on It, and another with 
40,000 miles, of course one Is going to get 
much more trade-in than the other," be 
said. 


"Up until now) no one could be certain 


of the mileage (registered) on the 
odometer," Kelscy explained. "Some 
people would turn the mileage back to 
zero If they were not certain. Now, when 
a customer comes in, the dealer will be 
sure the mileage is accurate." 


The less mileage, the more the car will 


bring in the used car market, he said. As 
a result the newer, high mileage cars 
will be worth less at trade-In time than 
In the past 


Does this mean that auto dealers have 


fostered the practice of shelling out high 
trade In payments for high mileage cars 


with the intention of fudging on the car's 
true mileage to the used car buyer? Kel- 
sey says no, despite his predictions of 
car owners' disappointment at trade-in 
•time. 


KELSEY SAID his association is "anx- 


iously awaiting news" of just how 
the federal law will be enforced. In the 
meantime, a temporary affidavit form 
must be signed by the car owner bring- 
ing the auto for a trade-in, stating that 
the'registered mileage is correct. If it is 
later found to be incorrect, the former 
owner is subject to a fine of $1,500. 


Several states had this law before the 


federal legislation was passed, and they 
found that people can live with it, says 
BUI Cook, owner of Bill Cook Buick in 
Arlington Heights. "After the shock 
wears off, people learn to accept less 
money (or a high mileage car," he said. 


Used-car buyers should not be dis- 


couraged from buying a high mileage 
car, he adds. "It can have high value if 
it has been well serviced," he said. 


"The used car buyer is usually a good 


shopper," Cook added. "He knows ex- 
actly what he wants. Compared to the 
new car buyer whose first consideration

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Civic Party Rally 
Well Attended; 
Attack ROOST

About 73 persons attended the first Civ- 


ic Party public gathering in Hoffman Es- 
tates Thursday night, forming around a 
thomo of opposition to patronage and 
one-party rule. 


Party organizers and potential candi- 


dates attacked the Republican Organiza- 
tion of Schaumburg Township (ROOST), 
citing the break of Mayor Frederick 
Downey from ROOST as tho catalyst for 
their political activity. 


William Brilliant, elected permanent 


party chairman, said the CP formation 
was "precipitated" by a Nov. 10 press 
conference Downey held, In which he an- 
nounced he would "continue to servo in 
public office only as his own man." Say- 
Ing ROOST is demanding presidential ap- 
pointments bo submitted to it for approv- 
al, Brilliant charged Mrs. Virginia Hay- 
ler, tho ROOST mayoral candidate, "be- 
llovcs in patronage." 


BRILLIANT CITED a 1970 clipping 


from mother newspaper, when Downey 
and village trustees argued over tho 
rcappolntmcnt of two village prose- 
cutors, who were Democrats. The article 
quoted Trustee Haytcr, as saying after a 
board meeting "the job is a political pa- 
tronage job and should go to a resident," 
said Brilliant. 


(Herald records of the village board 


meeting between May and July 1970 in- 
dicate Mrs. Haytcr felt village residents 
should hold the prosecutor's positions 
and she objected to Downey's nomi- 
nations because they both lived out of tho 
village. An opinion column written dur- 
ing that time told of hearsay that she 
and other Republican trustees, wanted 
the prosecutor's jobs for patronage rea- 
sons.) 


CP Is "responsible to all citizens in all 


geographical areas of Hoffman Estates, 
be that north or south of the Northwest 
Tollway," said Brilliant, in obvious refer- 
ence to the failure if ROOST to slate a 
candidate from Winston Knolls, a subdi- 
vision north of the tollway. 


Brilliant also noted CP has "no desire 


to remain In existence beyond tho elec- 
tion in 1973," and predicted it will have 
disbanded by May 1. 


Downey, who was not slated to speak 


but was invited to do so after several 


members of the audience directed ques- 
tions to him, also hit at claims of patron- 
age ambitions in ROOST. 


"To most people, GOP stands for 


Grand Old Party. But in Hoffman Es- 
tates, they're trying to make it stand for 
give us our patronage," said Downey. 


REFERRING TO THE quote from 


Mrs. Hayter, Downey said ho would 
"leave It to your imagination on the 
prosecutor, how he's going to prosecute 
Republicans and non-Republicans" If he 
is appointed for his party membership. 
That Is why he kept the renppointment of 
Democrats before-the Republican board 
until they approved them, said Downey. 
"Even then the chief candidate voted 
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reelection. In the picture at right, a trustee candi- 
date, Jack Sullivan, loft, was on* of 75 persons In 
attendance. At Sullivan's right are Mr. and Mrs 
Dave Wovoris, 451 Campbell, Downey's sister and 


brother-in-law, and Mrs. Downey, at far right. In 
the second row, between Mr.* and Mrs. Wovoris, is 
Elmer Radker, who has said ha may seek a spot on 
the CP slate. 


Three More Seeking Civic Party Endorsement 


Three more persons, including one IB- 


year-old, have announced intentions to 
seek nomination for village offices in 
Hoffman Estates from the newly formed 
Civic Party. 


Resumes should be given to slatemak- 


ing committee chairman Edgar Sturkey 
by midnight today. Adding their names 
Thursday night to tho list of potential 
candidates were William Mock, 165 Aber- 
deen, and Roger Jonas, 126 Harrison, 
both seeking trustee nominations, and 
Miss Marilyn Gibbons, 127 Geronimo, 
who wants to run for village clerk. 


At age 19, Miss Gibbons has worked 


in the village hall for 1% years, having 
taken a post as secretary In the building 
department a week after she was gradu- 
ated from Conant High School in 1971. 
While she feels older generation voters 
will "probably say I'm not qualified, I 
don't have enough experience, I don't 
know what tho job entails," Miss Gib- 
bons notes, however, she has worked In 
village government and knows "about 
tho village and the running of the vil- 
lage." 


MISS GIBBONS has not sought any 


elective office before, even in school or- 
ganizations. But she is running now be- 
cause she feels "there's a lot of young 


people in the community. I feel there's a 
need for communication between the 
younger people and village government." 
That need would be filled by her election, 
she said. 


Noting she is unmarried, Miss Gibbons 


said she "can devote all my time to the 
job. If I want to spend 12 hours a day 
working at the job, I can." 


Mock, 38, said he Is running because "I 


think it's time to stop the machine." He 
has lived in the village 10 years, and 
been active in Jaycees seven years. He 
currently is chairman of the Jaycees' 
People's Park Program, and works with 
many other civic groups on their people's 
parks projects in coordination with the 
park district. He also is chairman of the 
Jaycees community actions committee. 


"I feel an independent type of govern- 


ment for villages seems to be the best 
way to work. I don't believe in patron- 
age," said Mock. A former Chicagoan, 
he said "I've seen machine politics and I 
disagree with it strongly. I tliink the 
people of Hoffman Estates should have 
something better than they have now. 
This is something that needs to be done 
now." 


MOCK, A FOREMAN with Wiegel 


Toolworks, said one area of need in vil- 


lage services is street lights in heavily- 
traveled areas that do not now have 
them, citing Parcel A as an example. 


Jonas, 31, moved to Hoffman Estates 


three years ago. He came from Corning, 
N.Y. 


Jonas said recent political events in 


the village "have nothing to do with" his 


decision to seek office. He is running, he 
said, to become more involved in the vil- 
lage because of a "firm belief some hard 
and fast business principles ought to be 
applied to village government" 


Jonas said he has no party affiliation, 


and while he is a Winston Knolls subdivi- 
sion resident, he is not running on a ge- 


ographic basis. He feels any elected 
trustee must represent the entire village. 


Employed by Shearson, Hammill and 


Co. in Chicago, Jonas is an investment 
executive. 


Other candidate possibilities for tho 


CP slate are Lee Dodgion, William 
Stukas and Mrs. Anne M. Scheuckings. 


Hospital Chief To Ask For Permit 


The administrator of the proposed 


Schaumburg branch of Rush-Presby- 
terian-St Luke's Medical Center said he 
plans to go ahead with plans to apply for 
an initial operating permit despite nu- 
merous requests that the action be de- 
layed. 


Hospital administrator Henry Buhr- 


mann said last week he Intends to 
request the operating permit Wednesday 
at the meeting of the Illinois Hospital Li- 
censing Board. 


"We have made our application in 


good faith and we intend to go ahead 
with our plans," he said. 


Buhrmannimade no specific comment 


on the various requests that have been 


made of the state board to delay the 
request until a planning study, prepared 
for the Northwest Cook County Health 
Needs Study committee, is completed. 
Committee members are expected to 
give final approval to the study, which 
was partially financed with a state 
grant, on Thursday. 


"THE STUDY confirmed our initial 


findings that the area does need a hospi- 
tal," Buhrmann said. A major point of 
contention between the backers of Pres- 
byterlan-St. Luke's and the study's find- 
ings has been over the location of the 
facility. 


The study, compiled by the consulting 


firm of Ernst and Ernst, recommended a 


hospital be constructed near the vicinity 
of Schaumburg and Harrington roads. 
Prcsbyterian-St. Luke's has accepted a 
20-acre site on the north side of Schaum- 
burg Road about one half mile west of 
Roselle Road.

Both village and hospital officials have 


said the three-mile difference in location 
does not represent a major stumbling 
block. 


"This hospital will serve the whole 


community, not just the village of 
Schaumburg," Buhrmann said. 


A spokesman for Schaumburg Mayor 


Robert 0. Atcber said that he will bo 
attending the board meeting to represent 
the village during the deliberations.

that is being billed as a "can't-miss" 
proposition. 


If you already are participating you 


are breaking the law. If you haven't 
joined or have not been approached, stay 
away. 


This is the opinion and advice of W. L.* 


Culkin, postal inspector for the United 
States Postal Service, whose office is in- 
volved in a crackdown on illegal chain 
letter schemes conducted by mail. 


According to.postal officials, the U.S. 


Attorney for the Northern District of Illi- 
nois, has ruled that the use of the mails 
for such a purpose is in violation of the 
Federal Lottery Statute. Violators of this 


statute are subject to imprisonment of 
not more than two years or a fine of 
$1,000 or both. 


THE MOST common chain letter 


scheme, according to the postal service, 
involves the sale of a letter to a person 
for $10. The letter calls for the mailing of 
money orders to names appearing! on the 
bottom of the letter. The letter promises 
substantial returns to all who partici- 
pate. 


But postal officials contend the scheme 


benefits a few persons, mostly those 
whose idea it was to start the chain let- 
ter, and that by the time the list gets 
very large there are less and less re- 
turns. 


"The area where these chain letters 


are most prevalent now Is in Lake Coun- 


ty," said one official in the chain letter 
section of the postal service in Chicago. 
"It's really taken hold around the Chain- 
0-Lakes area. It's mostly money order 
chain letter schemes. 


"But we get reports from all over, Chi- 


cago, the south and north suburbs and 


, west This was more in operation 20 to 25 
years ago involving savings bonds and 
money orders. 


"There is always somebody who thinks 


he's going to make a buck," he said re- 
ferring to the popularity of the chain let- 
ter. "The first ones can make $1,000, 
$3,000 even $3,000. But when it reaches 
the saturation level, other persons turn 
out to be losers. They're not as lucky in 
getting rid of their letters. The majority 
of the people are losing out."

Trustee Joanne Alter has sent a memo 


to other- board members urging that tho 
district place national advertisements 
announcing the availability of the super- 
intendent's job. 


POINTING to the importance of the 


$50,000-a-year superintendent's post, Mn. 
Alter called for a nationwide and inter- 
national search for the new superintend- 
ent. Agreeing that current district em- 
ployes should be considered for the post, 
she said she felt the board also "has a 
responsibility to the public to exhaust ev- 
ery possible resource" In seeking a suc- 
cessor. 


She said that she and the other 


trustees have been receiving calls from 
people recommending applicants for the 
post. But she said the district trustees 
will have to choose the successor with 
care because he will be running the sani- 
tary district that operates the largest 
sewage treatment plant in the world. 


Four names are being mentioned 


repeatedly by district observers as pos- 
sible candidates for the general super- 
inendcnt's post 


From within the district, Forrest Neil 


and Bart Lynam seem the two most like- 


ly to get serious consideration by the 
board. 


Neil, chief engineer for the MSD, has 


been employed by the district since 1948. 
Lynam, chief of maintenance and oper- 
ation, has worked for the district since 
1959. 


BOTH NEIL AND LYNAM were 


named as among those screened for the 
superintendent's job along with Sosewitz 
back in 1970. At that time Egan is report-

In Spotlight

A precedent-setting decision will prob- 


ably be reached Wednesday in Spring- 
field when the Illinois Hospital Licensing 
Board hears • request from Rush Pro's- 
byterUn-St. Luke's Medical Center tor 
an Initial operating permit to establish a 
200-bed branch hospital in Schaumburg. 


The main showdown will not be be- 


tween the parochial forces of the various 
villages of Schaumburg, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Hanover Park, Roselle, or even In- 
volve the opponents who argue the facil- 
ity represents a drainage disaster or 
traffic nightmare. 


The showdown goes a step beyond 


these considerations. The members of 
the licensing board and ultimately Dr. 
Franklin Yoder, director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Health, will be asked to 
rule on an Issue which could affect 
health planning In the future. 


THE BOARD and Dr. Yodcr will be 


asked to rule in favor of cither Prcsby- 
terlan-St. Luke's application, which un- 
doubtedly represents a significant offer 
to Improve the health facilities for the 
people of thb area from one of the most 
prestigious medical institutions in the 
United States, or a very unique health 
planning report which was partially 
funded by a grant from the state. 


While the report from the Northwest 


Cook County Health Needs Study com- 
mittee has not been completed, It should 
bo finished In sufficient time for Mr. Yo- 
dcr, the board and Its staff to use It as a 
factor In reaching a decision. 


Other factors that will be under consid- 


eration in the board's deliberations will 
Include the reasoning presented by Hen- 
ry Buhrmnnn, the administrator of the 
proposed Schaumburg facility, and his 
colleagues, as to their selection of the 
Schaumburg Road site for hospital. 


In addition to this, the licensing 


board's staff has already reviewed the 
application and other Information, and 
their recommendations will contribute to 
the final decision.

a role, the political power of the various 
forces involved In this matter will also 
have some effect. It Is impossible to 
gauge who holds the strongest band in 
this department. 


What the final outcome will be is also 


impossible to gauge. The site issue 
seems to be the major contention In local 
debate, but the state may find this Is not 
a significant factor. The board might 
find some other, more objectionable, 
problems In the hospital application. 


It docs appear that the study com- 


mittee's recommended site near the vi- 
cinity of Schaumburg and Barrlngton 
roods, about three miles from the Prcs- 
byterian-St. Luke's location, has some 
advantages. This may'become a major 
strike against Presbyterlan-St. Luke's in 
their dealings with the state. 


But if their, application is rejected, be- 


cause of the site, or for that matter any 
other reason, it should become the imme- 
diate goal, and a goal of the highest pri- 
ority, of the entire community to secure 
a new location for this proposed facility. 


To lose the offer of two-thirds cost for 


a 112 million hospital from this in- 
stitution would probably be a mistake 
worse than any other problem that might 
arise if they were allowed to go ahead 
with their present plans. 


The need to establish high quality 


health care in this community is at least 
as great as any other need the area 
faces.

may be the brand name, a used car buy- 
er is usually better educated in available 
options and features of various models. 


People keep their cars just over three 


years, on a national average, said Cook. 
For the U.S an average 11,618 miles are 
driven every year by every motorist 


When they're traded in, a large per- 


centage of autos are sold to wholesalers 
who sell the autos in the southern states 
and other areas where there is greater 
demand for used cars. Turning back the 
mileage before the cars are resold else- 
where has been common in the industry, 
according to Dick Hoskins, owner of Hos- 
kins Chevrolet, Inc., Elk Grove Village. 


WHOLESALERS will not pay as much 


for high-mileage cars, probably account- 


ing for the greatest share of the antici- 
pated drop in trade-in prices for these 
autos, Hoskins said. "You're going to see 
the leasing companies charging more for 
rentals, too, as their autos will be worth 
less when they're resold," he said. 


He estimates that the average motorist 


in the Chicago area drives 15,000 miles a 
year. Chalking up excessive mileage, at 
25,000 miles a year or more, is the range 
where car owners will be hurt when they 
trade in their cars, Hoskins said, adding, 
"On a four year old car, 60,000 miles 
doesn't mean as much as it does on a 
three-year oM car." 


Hoskins also emphasizes that high 


mileage doesn't mean a bad buy. "We'll 
try to emphasize the quality and features 
of the car, but buyers may be shocked 
when they go to buy used cars and they

Free Mass Transportation: Would It Work?

WASHINGTON (UP!) — With automo- 


bile traffic producing a gradual paralysis 
In major American cities, urban plan- 
ners arc mulling over the Idea of provid- 
ing free moss transit. 


Simply put, the backers of the concept 


hdpo to cut the use of automobiles by 
offering city and suburban dwellers fare- 
less bus or train rides.

Free mass transit already has moved 


out of the Idea stogo. In Rome, the city 
government conducted a nine-day free 
travel experiment last year, and now is 
putting It into effect. 


One of Rome's two bus systems report- 


ed It carried 48 per cent more passen- 
gers In tho free-travel period.; The rider-' 
ship jumped from 1,059,163 to 1,569,947. 
The other company reported It carried 
an additional 400,000 persons a day, an 
increase of 44 per cent. 


IN THE UNITED States, Los Angeles, 


and Washington, D.C. have seriously dis- 
cussed the idea. And, in a report to Con- 
gress last year trio Department of Trans- 
portation recommended that Congress

CALGARY, Albert-Canada is the only 


sinking ihlp that attract* rats. This coun- 
try Is a vast roundhouse on the under- 
ground railroad whoro draft-dodgers and 
other undesirable exports of the United 
States can never be cornered. America 
opens' Its jails and Canada opens Its 
arms. 


But draft dodgers ore the least of the 


worries of the Committee for an Indepen- 
dent Canada, that same dreary botch of 
the nouveau left who used to moon 
around In duffle coats whining "Ban the 
Bomb." 


According to the Committee and its afi- 


cionados, all manner of scoundrolia are 
stirglng across the "longest undefended 
border In the world" In undisciplined 
droves, glutting Canadian universities, 
buying up Canadian real estate at on 
alarming rate, injecting tainted Cana- 
dian capital with tainted American capl- 
tat, rewriting Canadian history, and gen- 
erally pillaging this dull, virgin land of 
Its wilderness, Us water, Its wealth, and 
Its "wlmmln." 


THERE IS AN hysterical reaction to 


this Imagined invasion by the sloganeer- 
ing gaggle of gooseiteppera who are 
pushing cultural protectionism and eco- 
nomic self-determination. It is on orgy of 
chauvinism that reminds one of the 
worst excesses of emerging African na- 
tions. 


Nationalism Is the lost refuge of the 


fiscal poltroon, who curses the damned 
Yankee out of one corner of his mouth 
and heaps praise upon him out of the 
other, his outstretched palm betraying at 
once the source of his affection and his 
disdain — the dollar that he Is too nig- 
gardly to chance on the development of 
his own resources. 


He turns around and invests the dollar 


in the United States, where he feels it is 
safe. One of the hallowed traditions of 
this country is to allow foreigners to risk 
their capital on its development, and the 
resultant sack of our Rome goes hand-in- 
hand with the swelling of our federal and 
provincial exchequers. 


There is something to be said for the 


current Canadian sabre-rattling, but I 
fear we are too far gone for redemption, 
la desperately trying to assume'a nation- 
al identity, Canadians have contacted a 
severe -case of notional schizophrenia 
whose metaphysical basis may be diag- 
nosed in the cry "Give me liberty or buy 
me off," and whose prognosis far the fu- 
ture is grave. 


SHOCK TREATMENT is prescribed 


for any nation that has demonstrated 
economic and cultural subservience for 
so long to a country whose citizens tol- 
erate ithe Dean Martin show, mix up a 
load of nibbish coiled a cocktail, process 
sentiment like cheese, import London 
Bridge, deify Richard Coeurde-Nixon, 
kill Communist women and children, and 
yell for ketchup while in formal attire. 
At the same time, our fawning and fore- 
lock-pulling to Great Britain is just as 
reprehensible, and very few blather 
about that. 
• 


. Although Canadians purport to loathe 
the denizens of the United States and es- 
chew their largesse, there would be a 
strangled cry from the great moss of 
them if they were suddenly to be de- 
prived of the soft living that goes with 
occupation by a benevolent foreign pow- 
er. As every one who writes on the sub- 
ject predictably admonishes us, cannot 
hove it both ways. Those who play nt 
bowls must expect rubbers. 


Some of my countrymen will Insist that 


Canada has fallen into bad company in 
its association with the United States, 
which fa depicted as for too evil a com- 


panion for this northern innocent. "Oh, 
Canada, we stand on guard for theel" Is 
taken quite literally in some quarters. 
The United States epitomizes the decline 
and fall of the American dream: 


Gutted city cores, smoldering blacks; 


hair-raising slums, apartment lobby 
mugging, street riots, grim-faced Nation- 
al Guardsmen collecting scalps of dls- 
senters, creeping fascism, security 
checks, environmental ruination, an es- 
calation of VD and a plummeting of mor- 
als — all spell disaster. 


CANADA, THEREFORE, must be pre- 


served for the future, with its clear 
lakes, sunshine every day, bountiful re- 
sources, well-planned smog-free cities, 
law-and-ordcr first, contented aborigines, 
and happy citizens arm-in-arm in the cul- 
tural mosaic of a just society. 


Is this Idyllic picture, so frequently 


touted abroad as endangered by the Phi- 
listines to the south, an accurate one? 
Hardly. Check our own slums, Indians, 
poverty, pollution, unemployment, and 
crime rate. And we did that all by our- 
selves. 


Given the same population capital- 


ization, and strained race relations, Can- 
ada would go the way of the United 
States with or without its "cultural" in- 
tervention. 
/ 
The more rabid antlAmerlcans seem to, 


believe that if we return all U.S. ex- 
patriates to sender, refund their filthy 
lucre, and place a ban on their principal 
exports of third-rate TV programs, films, 
automobiles, magazines, candy bars, and 
similar pernicious influences, then we 
will happily march forward into the fu- 
ture backwards, wrapped in - maple 
leaves, singing "God Save the Queen" 
(to the tune of "God Bless America"), 
and will remain bland composites of 
deadly old-fashioned virtues in perpetu- 
ity.

Canada Not Without Faults

WINDSOR, Ontario - I stopped for 


lunch at a small cafe in this border town 
r e c e n t l y and ordered a sandwich. 
"You're American," the waitress said, 
grumpily. When I asked how she know 
that, she replied: "Oh, all you people 
look alike." 


Plop. The sound was the final plunge 


of ray native spirits. * 


I have been traveling into Canada 


since boyhood. And appreciating the wel- 
come and courtesies here for just as 
long. Even when, growing up, I noticed 
the cold glares in touring other nations; 
even when in Paris and in Panama I 
realized that I was unloved for what I 
am; even on accepting my fate else- 
where I have always thought of myself 
as something other than an ugly Ameri- 
can in Canada, 


No more.' 
The Dominion has, In recent years, 


moved, rapidly toward self-esteem, so- 
cial sovereignty and nationalistic unity 
— and in so doing, It Is clear, has shifted 
with exaggeration away from hints of af- 
finity for America below. The process 
has been well and good, in most re- 
spects, for Canadians; Identity is their 
right and necessity.' But - it has also re- • 
suited In a hoary kind of'scapegoating;- 
anti-Americanism, albeit not yet over- 
bearing, has'settled In here for on appar- 
ent long stay. 


NO DOUBT Canadians,feel they are 


justified in the noticeable narrowing of 
their historic policy of open arms. Over 
the centuries America has been a pushy 
neighbor. People here have grown under- 
standably tired of being-an economic, 
suburb of the United States. 


American businessmen have bought 


into every Dominion enterprise from] 
hockey stick manufacturing to funeral 
parlors. U.S. money owns or controls up- 
wards of 95 per cent of the O"«4tif" au-' 
tomobllo Industry, to per cent of Cana-i 
dlan electrical. manufacturing,, 00 ,per 
cent of Canadian chemical concerns and 


SS per cent of northern mining. 


Says )he Committee for an Indepen- 


dent Canada (more than 100,000 mem- 
bers); "Our land won't be ours much 
longer, if we allow it to be sold to foreign 
countries." 


And betides economic encroachment, 


the locals suffer from other and obnox- 
ious American imports as well. TV re- 
runs. Cultural vulgarities. Societal slop. 
Windsor Is a good example. It is a town 
of 200,000 directly across the river from 
Detroit, a town of 1.5 million. The pro- 
ximity has had dreadful results. Once 
typically Canadian, quiet and safe, Wind- 
sor has In recent yean absorbed a bor- 
der-crossing crime rise, alarming In- 
creases In drug usage, and an influx of 
the unstable kid culture. 


SO IT IS, with it all, a black eye for 


the Red, White and Blue. Maclean's 
magazine, biggest in Canada, recently 
put out a Great God Bless America is- 
sue, which offered a grotesquely narrow 
view of U.S. life (the centerfold pin-up 
was an Andy Warhol transvestlte), and 
editorial insults that referred to the land 
below as the American Godfather and 
quotes Albert Camus as saying: "They 
(the United States) offer absolute protec- 
tion but only in return for absolute loyal- 
ty." ,

In sum, the issue was a garbage-eye 


view,of what Maclean's calls the Ameri- 
can dream, which, it turns out, Is drop- 
ping i '.'three Hiroshima-strength bombs 
per month on the Indochlnese." 


AS IT HAPPENS, the 
Maclean's 


magazine snickers are far, far too moral- 
istic. So too Is the "you have fleas" atti- 
tude of many Canadian nationalists who 
climb on'each others shoulders to shout 
sensitivities in a southerly direction. 
Canada Is surely not without sins of Its 
own, many parallel to those of the United 
States. Toronto is a tasteless mess of 
slipshod urban plannlng;-war protesters 
up neve believe tbatV'one ton of Cana- 
dian nickel goes into every B-B2 bomber 
overHanoL" .< •

Transit: A Battle For Money 


by JAMES VESELY 


The battle, of course, is over money. 
S i n c e governmental bureaucracies 


need tax money to survive and to perpet- 
uate the services which allow their exis- 
tence, the key is money. 


And so too In the internecine warfare 


surrounding mass transportation. Since 
the city of Chicago and Its surrounding 
hundreds of suburbs cannot agree whose 
priorities come first, each group Is seek- 
ing to make Its own way and to lure the 
federal and state money its way for Its 
own purposes. 


Whether the battle of "grantmanshlp" 


provides direct benefit to the average 
passenger Is largely based on the success 
of each agency. The real losers arc not 
necessarily the bureaucrats but the mo- 
torist walling on a jammed expressway 
or a city worker waiting In the rain for 
an overcrowded bus. 


SINCE THE FEDERAL agencies only 


deal with similar agencies on a local or 
state level, the object so far has been to 
organize small groups of suburbs Into 
transportation districts whose purpose Is 
to meet the particular needs of their resi- 
dents. The City of Chicago in the past 
hai sought its expressway funds in this 
way, and through its participation In the 
CTA, to seek state monies for the city 
bus and elevated system. 


But the number of transportation dis- 


tricts Is rapidly proliferating and as a 
result federal authorities have estab- 


. 
lishcd stiffer rules about who can get 
transportation money and under what 
circumstances. There are now 11 local 
suburban transportation districts — the 
closest one being the Northwest Subur- 
ban Moss Transit District which was 


. formed along the commuter line of the 


Milwaukee Road and which takes In sev- 


• . cral suburbs of extreme northern Du- 


Page County. 


In aggregate, these relatively small 


suburban districts could mean a lot of 
money coming into the metropolitan 
area, but very little of it here in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


If the CTA Is included, there Is now 


some $600 million In grant money for 
Chicago and its suburbs before the feder- 
al Mass Transportation Administration. 


.MUCH OF THESE funds would be 


used to buy new buses for some subur*- 
ban areas, new railroad cars for some 
commuter lines and other capital Im- 
provements for a variety of purposes. 


But faced with the multitude of grant 


applications from this area, federal au- 
thorities last year Imposed more strings 
on aid money and further made it clear 
they would prefer to deal with a single, 
planning agency. 


Dealing with a single agency, of 


• 
counc, places the dilemma squarely 
back to the city and the suburbs since 
the lack of mutual cooperation Is what 
led In part to separate suburban trans- 
portation districts and which now allows 
(or serious differences over the com- 
position of a regional transportation dis- 
trict for the metropolitan area. 


In the middle of thus federal money 


battle arc two elements of the mass 
transportation facilities of the Northwest 
suburbs: the highly unique Chicago and 
North Western Ry., and the almost unno- 
ticed suburban bus lines. 


First the C&NW: 


Although aid money Is coming to five 


other Chicago commuter lines, the Chi-, 
cago and North Western receives virtual- 
ly nothing from federal agencies, keeps 
In the black and hence raises fares to 
maintain Itself. If the railroad were In 
the red It would receive aid, and could 


' 
then afford to lower It* rales — but in 
doing so would throw in the towel on the 


- matter of private enterprise In the com- 


muter business and add to the drain on 


- 
the taxpayer's funds. 


Last 


In A Series 


BUT ISN'T the C&NW commuter line 


really facing unfair competition if it 
seeks to operate profitably according to 
business standards (while other lines arc 
kept afloat and thus rewarded for In- 
efficiency? 


U. S. Rep. Philip Crane, IW3th, among 


others, thinks the arrangement is unfair 
and has said so. Quoted in Barrens, the 
financial weekly, Crano said, "The De- 
partment of Transportation is severely 
Injuring the C&NW, which is the only 
commuter railroad in the country show- 
ing a profit. 


"If this continues, the road will face 


bankruptcy of Us commuter service," he 
said. 


Bankruptcy or not, the C&NW appears 


to be aggressively attempting to get its 
point across.. It flught vigorously against 
the extension of CTA service along the 
Kennedy Expressway median and has 
been opposed to CTA service extending 
to O'Hare. The railroad contends that a 
parallel track to its own but operated by 
a government-subsidized line would be 
unfair competition. 


Similarly, the company is strongly 


backing the CMATS bill which would 
create a separate, wholly suburban 
transportation district which could hope- 
fully match the clout of Chicago in feder- 
al offices. 


THE C&NW IS NOT playing dead for 


anybody. It got another rate Increase 
through; It Is warning of severe eco- 
nomic loss of federal funding if its 
CMATS plan is not approved by the Illi- 
nois General Assembly, and it continues 
to act aggressively toward any proposal 
which will give Its edge over the CTA a 
dent. 


If the C&NW is holding its own, the bus 


companies arc fearfully sinking. This 
year's scare over the closing of the 
Evanston bus company was considered 
writing on the wall for many suburban 
coach services if financial rescue is not 
at hand soon.' 


Evanslon, Glcnvlcw Bus Co. and 


United Motor Coach, the firm which ser- 
vices the Northwest suburbs, have 
sought emergency financial aid in order 
to maintain buses on the streets. 


Whether there Is a future for all 16 sub- 


urban bus lines in metropolitan Chicago 
is very much in doubt. Suburbanites.arc 
not dependent on the bus as people ore In 


the city because a car is always avail- 
able here. 


So severe has become the plight of 


United Motor Coach that is has asked the 
City of Des Plaines to purchase it, and 
thus run the service at a small profit 
through the inherent advantages of a 
publically-owncd utility. 


THE COMPANY Is now receiving sub- 


sidles from Des Plaines and Niles, but it 
is not enough to keep it alive. 


The difficulties of United Motor Coach 


arc minor compared to bus trans- 
portation in general — and especially the 
difficulties of the CTA. CTA passengers 
have declined In volume from nearly' 800 
million in 1967 to about 600 million In 
1971. Combined totals for six major sub- 
urban bus lines shows a drop from 35 
million in 1967 to less than 25 million In 
1971. 


The trend is clearly away from buses, 


since they offer almost no advantage 
over the automobile and compound that 
felony by often being slow, uncomfor- 
table and inconvenient. 


If the bus Is to continue to provide ser- 


vice, it must be the recipient of a differ- 
ent type of financing, according to most' 
authorities. Federal transportation offi- 
cials have said free buses are not too far 
away. 


Another answer is to adopt financing 


based on a utility tax for all residents of 
a wide metropolitan area. This is now 
being used in New Orleans and is based 
on that although not everyone taxed uses 
the buses. Other benefits are derived 
from decreased traffic congestion. 


In fact, that may be the only way out 


tor Uie beleagured bus companies. Sub- 
urban residents may indeed be willing to 
pay a tax for mass transportaton, just as 
a way of helping to clear the ex- 
pressways. . 


According to one suburban state repre- 


sentative, suburban residents could be 
persuaded to help support mass trans- 
portation so that each of them would 
then be able to drive the expressways in 
the comfort of their own cars and at 
their own convenience — and hopefully 
without the traffic. 
"Train waiting" causes thousands of commuters to turn to snarled expressways. 


3 Proposals Stalled In Legislative Committees

Megatransit Stuck On Dead Center

Despite efforts exerted earlier this 


year, the status of the formation of a 
mass transportation district today Is 
little better than it was a year ago — 
there are a lot of good ideas but no one Is 
doing anything about them. 


Three pieces of legislation calling for 


the formation of a mass transportation 
authority were submitted in April and 
June, two of which were sponsored by 
Northwest suburban legislators. 


All three went to tho Committee on 


Transportation. All three were tabled 
and all three will die if they are not 
brought back onto the floor when the leg- 
islature reconvenes Nov. 28. The likeli- 
hood of them being resurrected Is slim. 


THE THREE are House Bills 2136,4313 


and 4362, also known, respectively as 
CMATS, MTA and SMTA. The CMATS 
bill was introduced by 11 state represen- 
tatives, including Brian Duff of the 1st 
Legislative District and Robert Jucket of 
the 4th District The MTA bill was spon- 
sored by Eugene Schllckman of Arling- 
ton Heights, while Brad Glass of Pala- 
tine sponsored the SMTA bill 


Generally, each of the three bills would 


provide means for the operation of mass 
transit district in Cook, Lake, DuPage, 
Kane, McHenry and Will counties. 


The key differences between the three 


lie in the scope of the territory served 
and the methods of financing, 
is a brief outline of the three 
legislation: 


—CMATS (Chicago Metropolitan Area 


Transportation System). Under provi- 
sions of this bill CMAS would operate a 
unified district within the six-county 
area, including commuter railroads, city 
and interurban bus lines and the Chicago 
Transit Authority (CTA). 


The Illinois Department of Revenue 


would allocate to CMATS an amount 
equal to a one-cent a gallon tax on all 
motor fuel sold within the six-county 
area, without imposing any additional 
tax on motor fuel. The tax would provide 
CMATS with an estimated $25 million a 
year. 


CMATS also would have the authority 


to issue revenue bonds for the acquisition 
of transportation faculties, to provide 
working capital and for generally Im- 
proving the system. It would also have 
the authority to execute trust agree- 
ments and to accept federal, state and 
local government grants. 


It would be governed by a three-mem- 


ber board and would prohibit the crea- 
tion of new local transportation districts 
except those comprising 10 or more mu- 
nicipalities. 


CMATS has the support of most com- . 


muter rail lines in the Chicago area, in- 
cluding the Chicago & North Western Ry. 


• 
—MTA (Metropolitan Transit Author- 


ity). House Bill 4313, sponsored by State' 
Rep. Eugene Schlickman of Arlington 
Heights, would amend the Metropolitan 
Transit Act of 1945 which created the 
CTA, and would change the name of the 
CTA to the MTA. The new agency's ter- 
ritory would be expanded to include the 
entire six-county area. 


The MTA would operate a unified com- . 


muter rialroad, bus and rapid transit 
system but would not be required to ac- 
quire, through purchase, lease or con- 
tract, all the mass transit carriers. 


Under provisions'of the bill the MTA 


would be entitled to impose a one-half-' 
cent tax on each gallon of motor fuel sold 
within the six-county area. The MTA 
would enjoy the same bonding power.- 
now exercised by the CTA. It would pro- 
hibit mass transit districts operated by, 
home t rule counties and municipalities, 
but would not bar the continued oper- 
ation of transit systems in the area by 
mass transit districts. 


— SMTA (Suburban' Mass Trans- 


portation Agency). The SMTA, proposed 
in House Bill 4362, was the result of a 
series of meetings of the Ad Hoc Subur- 
ban Mass Transportation 
Coordinating

Electric Regional Transit? 


If regional transportation ever comes 


to the Chicago area, one man has a way 
of linking Northeast Illinois into single 
all-purpose moss transit area. 


Stanley Berge, professor of trans- 


portation at the Northwestern University 
School of Management has proposed an 
electric train system which would elimi- 
nate the need for the new expressways 
and link Kankakee, Elgin and Waukegan 
to the Chicago hub. 


Berg envisions a 132-mile railway sys- 


tem incorporating a six-mile long, 230- 
foot deep tunnel under downtown Chi- 


cago. The tunnel would connect the Illi- 
nois Central R.R. at the south end of the 
Loop and the Chicago and North Western 
Ry. on the North side. 


Bcrge has predicted the line could car- 


ry passengers up to 100 miles per hour, 
could serve O'Hare airport and could 
bring passengers from Elgin and similar 
cities into the Loop in 30 minutes. 


Bcrgc estimated the cost of his rail- 


road links at $129 million, which he said 
is less than the cost of two miles of the 
Stevenson Expressway. 


The primary difference between this 


proposal and the others is that under 
provisions of the bill the SMTA would 
own and operate a mass transportation 
system in the six-county area except that 
part of Cook County served by the CTA. 
The system would include commuter 
railroad and municipal and interurban 
bus companies, but would not include the 
CTA. 


Essentially, then, It would be a mass 


transit system for the six-county area ex- 
cluding Chicago. 


The reason for excluding Chicago and 


the CTA from the plan, however, was 
based more on financial and political 
considerations than transportation fac- 
tors. 


The goal was to form a large, cohesive 


district which, because of its geographic 
and population size, would be in a better 
position to compete with the CTA, which 
has grabbed off almost all grant monies 
from various sources. 
t 


THE SUPPORTERS of this bill, hi oth- 


er words, feared that under either cur- 
rent conditions or under a transit district 
. which included the CTA, the major por- 
tion of the revenues and grants would be 
used for the CTA system and not to im- 
prove transportation'in the entire six- 
J county area. • 


' The supporters of the SMTA bill — 
-more than-40 village,and city board and 
'mayors councils have adopted resolu- 
tions in its behalf — fear the extension of 
the CTA into the suburbs will make those 
communities subordinate to Chicago and 
will deprive them of a voice in their own > 
affairs. 


Also, they are opposed to any .further 


use of existing motor fuel funds for mass 


transportation. They contend many com- 
munities have developed long-range 
plans for these funds and any diversion 
of the monies would result is chaos. 


The SMTA would be financed through 


the power of the agency to issue revenue 
bonds, to execute trust agreements and 
to apply for grants and loans. Other pos- 
sible solutions mentioned include a one- 
half cent a gallon additional motor fuel 
tax which would not deprive commu- 
nities of currently anticipated revenue, 
and a one-cent tax on each package of 
cigarettes sold in the area, excluding 
Chicago. 


THE WORK and planning that went 


into the three bills, however, may have 
been largely wasted. 


In ihe short legislative session begin- 


ning Nov. 26, there appears little chance 
the bills will be brought to the floor. 


To resurrect any or all of the plans, 


the sponsors would have to reintroducc 
them to the legislature after the new 
body meets for the first time in January. 
But that cannot be expected to happen 
early In the year. 


Gov. Richard Ogilvie had created a 


task force to study the three proposals 
and make recommendations. • 


With Ogilvie's defeat Nov. 7, however, 


his task force may never make a report 


Observers close to the situation have 


indicated it may be some time before 
Gov.-elect Daniel Walker decides wheth- 
er to ask for a report from Ogilvie's task 
force, or appoint a study group of his 
own. 


In the meantime, the sponsors of the 


three bills may not reintroduce them un-, 
til they have a better understanding of 
how Walker will proceed on the issue..

"I look forward to this and I just love 


the people," said Jerry Driscoll, one of 
the original members of the group who 
plays the hlghast bells. A widow who 
joined with a friend, Jerry describes Bell 
Ringers as "the thing that keeps me hap- 
py." 


Others echo Jerry's sentiments. Ethel 


Fay Horwitz and Edna May Williams, 
twin sisters who also are original mem- 
bers, wouldn't miss Bell Ringers despite 
a busy social schedule. Both played in- 
struments in their past and today love 
being in front of an audience. • 


"THEY HAVE become very Involved 


with it," said Thunder. "Some of them 
had to start with the very basics of mu- 
sic — like quarter notes and middle C. 
Now that they have mastered the bells 
they are very hard on one another if 
someone isn't playing well. They want to 
do well." 


Hilda Loewc, who plays the lower 


bells, hadn't done anything musical since 
she was a child. She was one who had to 
learn how to read music, how to count, 
how to follow the director.

Tony Dlttmar, the only man in the

A NORMAL SET has 49 handbells. The

During performances Thunder explains 


the history of handbells to their audience 
between numbers. Handbells were used 
to call the early Christians to worship;

missionaries tramped over mountains 
ringing small handbells to call people to- 
gether. 


The type of handbell used by the Bell 


Ringers was devised in the 16th and 17th 
centuries by English tower bell ringers. 
Tune ringing, which is done by the Bell 
Ringers, became popular in the 1700s and 
was first introduced in the United States 
in 1840 when P. T. Barnura engaged a 
Liverpool tune-ringing band for an Amer- 
ican tour. 


THE GOLDEN AGERS Bell Ringers 


have quite a repertoire of songs in- 
cluding religious, old favorites and sea- 
sonal selections. As their reputation has 
spread their bookings have increased 
and they already have dates reserved for 
next December. 


They learn quickly, play well and have

Miss MacDonald, a native of Missoula, 


was appointed dean of women this year 
by The Very Rev. Louis' Gaffney, S M., 
.president of Seattle University. She had , 
been assistant dean of women since 1968. 


The fact that she doesn't conjure up 


the Image of a stern disciplinarian, of 
course, doesn't harm relations with her 
charges. 


"Students need to feel there is someone 


working with and for them, not another 
autorlty figure over them," she explains. 
"A main priority is to work with women 
students by helping them become aware 
of all the possibilities open to them." 


MISS MacDONALD, who has brown 


eyes and brown hair and stands petitely 
at 5-foot-2, holds a master's degree in 
education from Boston College. 


She specialized in counseling psy- 


chology and believes she faces many 
challenges in an office "that must grow 
as women have grown and continue to 
grow." 


Although she is single, she frequently 


Is called upon to give marital advice. 


"A syndrome that has perpetually 


bothered me is the fear and feeling of 
failure that faces senior women who do 
not have Impending marriage plans," 
Dean MacDonald said. "Worse yet arc 
women who are pressured into marriage 
commitment and know very little about 
themselves and less about the men they 
are marrying." 


She also must deal with "exceptionally 


gifted" women who "limit their educa- 


tional and personal goals by adhering to 
the "traditional feminine college pro- 
grams and holding themselves to roles 
set by conventional social standards." 
• "THE BEST WAY TO deal with these 
seems >to be through education and 
awareness-raising sessions," she said. 


Miss MacDonald has been campaign- 


ing to get the same dormitory rules for 
women as for men, and that is no mean 
feat in a Jesuit-run,university, she said 
with a smile. 
' Another activity that has caused some 
controversy on campus is a Planned 
Parenthood visit she initiated at the 
dorms.

"I may seem- radical in terms of 


Seattle University," she said. "But I 
don't consider myself that way compared 
to the rest of society at large." 


She considers her job "exciting." In 


fact, she says she knows of "nothing 
more exciting than watching women dis- 
cover their own uniqueness and the po- 
tential that lies within each one of 
them."

Fireplace Warms Heart, Not Body 


If you're looking for an efficient way to 


heat your home — a fireplace is not the 
answer. 


Uut blazing log* on the hearth repre- 


sent a tic with the past that not even 
modern heating systems have broken. 


Much of (he heating value of wood Is 


lost In heating the great volume of air 
that passes out of the room through the 
chimney. But as long as a fireplace pro- 
vides a cheerful fire with a minimum of 
effort, disorder nnd smoke — most home- 
owners arc more than willing to dk« 
regard Its Inefficiencies. 


C. S. Walters, professor of forestry at 


tho University of Illinois, says that satis- 
factory performance of a fireplace de- 
pends to a great extent on the type of 
wood that Is burned. Any kind of logs 


Warning Against 
Thumb Suckingo 


Nagging and scolding arc not effective , 


In breaking a child of thumb sucking, ac- 
cording to Dr. Sidney I. Kohn, professor 
nnd chairman, department of Pcdlatrlc 
Dentistry. Falrlclgh Dickinson Univer- 
sity in New Jersey. 


Dr. Kohn states that thumb sucking is 


normal during the first few years. Den- 
tlsls arc concerned with children who 
continue Uw habit through the period of 
eruption of the permanent teeth. When 
continued too long, the effects of thumb 
sucking arc tho same as pressure In; 
duccd through orthodontic appliances. 


To break the habit, Dr. Kohn recom- 


mends a good dentist-child relationship, 
careful persuasion, and when indicated, 
a simple appliance that acts as a remin- 
der. 


may bo used as fuel, but some kinds of 
wood make far better firewood than oth- 
ers. 


Woods rated best for the fireplace by 


Walters arc: Apple, beech, black locust, 
hedge (osagc orange), hickory, oak, pear 
and sugar maple. 


THE FIRE itself will vary with the 


kind of wood used, observes Walters. For 
example, dry pine, spruce and larch will 
start easy, burn fast, and they may yield 
as much heat as a heavier wood because 
of the resin they contain. These woods 
arc not readily available in the Midwest. 


On the other hand, oaks and maple 


give a lot of heat and will last much 
longer. Elms burn hot with a lot of 
flames, but burn out rapidly. Pine and 
walnut wood arc favorites because of the 
aromas they produce. 


Dry wood (less than 20 per cent mois- 


ture) Is recommended for tho fireplace. 
It is lighter, Ignites better, yields more 
heat and causes less trouble from smoke 
than green wood. Some kinds of green 
wood (cottonwood, for example) will 
hardly burn in most fireplaces. 


Few fireplace users are equipped to 


determine the moisture content of wood, 
says Walters, however, wood that has 
seasoned through the summer and Is 
properly stored will be dry enough to 
burn well the following fall and winter. 


IT TAKES at least two pieces of wood 


to maintain a good fire in the fireplace, a 
large log placed In the back that is at 
least 8 to 10 inches in diameter and at 
least one more smaller piece. 


Closing the chimney damper to the 


point where there Is only sufficient draft 
to carry the smoke up the chimney will 
cut down the amount of heated air going 
up the chimney and will conserve heat 
for 
1 room heating, according to Walters. 
Regardless of the type of wood burned, 


the amount of heat that goes up the 
chimney or the kind of fire, one of the 
great assets of a fireplace is the atmos- 
phere it provides In a comfortable, dark- 
ened room on a cold winter night, con- 
cludes Walters. 


Tho important thing is to relax and en- 


joy Vie colorful and fascinating process 
of burning wood.

Teeth that could have been,saved with as 
few as one or two treatments by a den- 
tist are often left to develop to a stage 
where they need to be extracted. Gums 
examined every six months can prevent 
the necessity for tooth loss, too.

can eliminate the pain of dental hyper- 
sensitivity (teeth that hurt when exposed 
to extreme temperatures or certain 
foods). However, here, too, a dentist is 
needed to make the diagnosis and to rec-

NEW SOPHISTICATED treatment in 


the dental office such as high speed drills 
and machinery for treating gums that 
cuts down on the number of visits 
needed, and new products available for 
home'care under the supervision of a 
dentist'such as the special toothpaste 
called Sensodyne, have made dental care 
less painful. (It has been suggested that 
perhaps in recent years dentists have 
learned more about human psychology, 
too.) 


However, there are still many people 


who are uneducated about dentists and 
dental care and how to help their chil- 
dren develop healthier attitudes towards 
them.

Is A Poor One 


It is Inauguration Day, and we 


were prepared to praise our ncwv 
governor, Daniel Walker, for the 
excellent administration team he 
has been putting together and to 
wish him Godspeed. 


Unfortunately, one appointment 


to a key state post in a long list of 
otherwise excellent choices has 
cast a shadow over the birth of the 
Walker Administration. 


We arc disturbed by Walker's 


naming of Chicago millionaire An- 
thony G. Angelos, a man of highly 
questionable background, as state 
director of Insurance. Though the 
only conviction against Angelos 
which has come to light is a $200 
fine for a building code violation in

1047, he has since been linked on 
several occasions to graver situ- 
ations. 


They range from lawsuits linking 


him with the crime syndicate 
takeover of a Chicago savings and 
lonn company, criminal charges of 
contributing to the delinquency of' 
a minor and exploitation of slum 
buildings and skid row laborers. At 
present there Is a question of the 
legality of his substantial contribu- 
tions to the Walker campaign fund, 
'due to the allegations that he has 
financial interests in two Rush » 
Street nightclubs. Angelos now de- 
nies those interests, though he has 
never bothered to do so when they 
were publicized in the past . 


Angelos has apparently played 


both sides of the political fence 


Keeping Out Voters 


There were, by Census Bureau 


estimates, 130 million Americans 
potentially eligible to vote in the 
1072 presidential election. Of these, 
100 million were registered. 


Yet only about 76 million voters, 


cast their ballots, or approximate- 
ly 76 per cent of registered voters 
and only 54.5 per cent of potentially 
eligible voters. 


In other words, 24 million Ameri- 


cans registered but did not bother 
to vote and an additional 30 million 
did not register at all — a total of 
63 million Americans who, for 
whatever reasons, did not partici- 
pate In this most basic function of 
citizenship. The result was that the 
U n i t e d States maintained its 
record of having the consistently 
lowest voter turnout of all the 
democracies. 


There has been much speculation 


about the whys and wherefores of 
this phenomenon. For instance, it 
has been pointed out that many 
people did not like either candidate 
and cast negative ballots by stay- 
ing home. 


But this has been true in other 


elections, in lesser or greater de- 


with his finances, having been,a 
large contributor also to President 
Richard Nixon. Walker aides re- 
port that he was offered a post as 
ambassador to a South American 
country by Nixon but turned it 
down, preferring to be assigned to 
Greece. ' 


In a two-year campaign, Dan ' 


Walker repeated over and over 
again that it was time the people of 
Illinois were given a government in 
which they could regain con- 
fidence. 


Throughout his campaign,* Walk- 


er repeatedly vowed that one of his 
first actions would be to move to 
eliminate patronage in the execu- 
tive branch of government. 


When he made his first appoint- 


ments, he promised that each ap- 
pointee would be investigated thor- 
oughly to determine that he was 
worthy of his office. 


It will be difficult to sustain con- 


fidence in Walker with a man of 
Angelos' background in a key post 
in his administration. 


To appoint a campaign contrib- 


utor to such a post despite serious 
questions concerning his quali- 
fications is nothing less than pa- 
tronage at the highest level of gov- 
ernment. 


Further, it appears that the ap- 


pointment was made not because 
of lack of knowledge of questions 
about Angelos' past, but in spite of 
them. 


In electing Dan Walker, the 


people of Illinois accepted at face.' 
value his promise to take govern- 
ment away from the "fat cats" and 
."restore it to the people." - 


Walker's assessment of the lack 


of confidence in government was 
correct, and the voters confirmed 
it with his election. 
'We strongly urge that he with- 
draw the one nomination marring 
his inauguration. 


And we wish him Godspeed.

New No-Fault 
Auto Insurance 
To Be Supported 


The Illinois insurance Industry will 


support a new no-fault auto insurance 
program In 1973, according to Thomas F. 
Reynolds, general manager of the Illinois 
Insurance Information Service. 


This is In the hope of whittling away 


the half-blUlon-dollar figures for annual 
losses experienced by liilnois^based prop- 
erty-casualty companies, he said, and 
eventually lowering auto insurance rates. 


Approximately $325 to $350. million of 


the half-bllllon-figuro represents bodily 
Injury claims losses — the area of Insur- 
ance operation no-fault plans are de- 
signed to modernize. 


Projections show that incurred losses 


for approximately 250 companies which 
write the coverage of about 5-ullllon 
private passenger cars in Illinois and 
1,200,000 other vehicles, are now proj- 
ected at somewhat over $500-milllon dur- 
ing 1972 for the state. 


"Incurred losses in Illinois auto lines in 


1071 worked out at $402,158,681, with the 
heaviest claims — $324,400,532 — show- 
Ing In auto bodily injury policies," Rey- 
nolds said. "Addition of basic no-fault, 
super-Imposed on all policies between 
January and tho end of March in 1072, 
contributed about $65 millions in in- 
curred losses for which no premium was 
paid. This brings tho projection for 1072 
Incurred losses well above the half-bil- 
lion-dollar level. 


"Illinois citizens should be aware that 


companies-that added basic no-fault to 
their policies In 1072 up to the date when 
the state supreme court Invalidated the 
law, honored those policies fully and still 
are paying no-fault claims. Those pol- 
icies written through March won't be off 
many companies' books until March of 
1073 and in some Instances a month or so 
later than that," he added.

City Bay could produce 2.5 million 
pounds a year in two harvests annually if 
everything went right Considering that 
Americans eat more than 400 million

The process Marifarm uses was in- 


vented by the Japanese. They use it on 
very small farms to grow tempura 
shrimp which are marketed live and kept 
in tanks like lobsters hi restaurants. 


Bente said his operation is the first big 


scale attempt to raise butterfly shrimp in 
captivity anywhere in the world. But the 
shrimp are not bred In captivity. Mari- 
farm hires regular shrimp boats to cap- 
ture female shrimp that have spawned in 
the deeper waters of the gulf and are 
about to lay eggs. They are rushed to 35 
hatching tanks. 
•..WHEN THE BABY shrimp are born, 
they are transferred.to small pens. For- 
ty-five to 60 days later, they are moved 
again to nursery pens, and finally to the 
bay area, where they grow large and ore 
harvested by trawls from boats. 


During this process they are fed on the 


plankton hi the water supplemented by a 
pelletized fish meal food scattered over 
the area from boats. 


Bente and Cheshire have experimented 


with artificial fertilizing and spawning of 
female shrimp, but Bente said com- 
mercial success in this field is not at 
hand. 


For tho present, they'll stick to buying < 


female shrimp ripe to spawn caught to 
deep water by the regular shrimp traw- 
lers.

ed in "A Shopper's Guide to Term Life 
Insurance," just Issued by the Pennsyl- 
vania Insurance Department,- It "ex- 
plodes the myth that term life premiums 
don't vary as much as those for other 
forms of Insurance," says Insurance 
Commissioner Herbert S. Denenberg, 
and proves that "significant savings" 
can be realized by shopping around. 


THE FIFTH in a series of "shopper's 


guides" Denenberg has published, this 
one compares costs of five-year renew- 
able and convertible policies — the type 
"best suited to most needs" for buyers of 
term insurance, says the commissioner 
— with data drawn from the 380 com- 
panies licensed in Pennsylvania. 
. How tough it is for .the average citizen 
to do comparison shopping is Illustrated 
by the method used hi the study. 


Simply looking at initial premiums 


won't do, since premiums for term Insur- 
ance always increase on each renewal 
(each five years, in this case). A com- 
pany that begins with a relatively low 
p r e m i u m may Increase it dis- 
proportionately hi later years. To take 
this into account, the study uses a "cost 
index" showing average cost for 10-and 
20-year periods. 


The figure is also adjusted for the in- 


terest a policy-holder forfeits over the 
year when he pays premiums in ad- 
vance. Thus the cost index may be some- 
what higher than actual premiums. 


HERE ARE the extremes In policy 


costs, as shown by the 20-year cost in- 


• dex, reflecting average cost per year for 


$1,000 of coverage: 


—At age 25 T- lowest policy, $3.21; 


highest, $7.46. •

-At age 35 — lowest policy, $5.63,

To complicate the shopper's task, one 


company will have the lowest cost index 
for a 25-year-old, another for a 35-year- 
old. And for any given age, one company 
may be lower on a 10-year basis, another 
over a 20-year average. , ,. . 


Economic Censuses Planned In 1973 


The guide emphasfces that insurance 


should not be bought on the basis of low 
cost alone. The kind of service provided 
by both the company and the agent, and 
the company's financial strength, are im- 
portant considerations. Fortunately, to 
minimize that shopper's complication, 
the department's studies indicate that, 
with some exceptions, "the lowest cost 
companies tend to have higher financial 
ratings than the highest cost com- 
panics." 


Unfortunately,

plication. You can't get a copy of the 
guide unless you live in Pennsylvania. 
Residents can get one by sending a re- 
turn envelope, bearing 16 cents postage, 
to the commission's offices in Harris- 
burg. 


In other states, patience may be re- 


warded. Denenberg says 10 other insur- 
ance commissions, are now at work on 
shopper's guides modeled on the Penn- 
sylvania publications.

son breathes'through the mouth). Ulcers 
of the tongue caused by various diseases 
are Important.

parka with the gold cross on the back? 


This .question is often asked by new 


skiers. Tho answer usually comes from 
the experienced skier who has seen the 
members of tho National Ski Patrol Sys- 
tem in action and knows tho valuable 
safety services provided by them. So 
says Lorry Stocking of tho Gander Moun- 
tain Ski Patrol, an affiliate of the NSPS.

Mileage Law May Be Shocker At Trade-In Time 


by LEA TONKIN 


A new federal law going into effect 


Jin. 18 will be a real shocker to many 
Illinois motorists when it comes time for 
them to trade In their autos for a newer 
model. 


Thai's the opinion of three area auto 


sales experts, commenting on the effect 
of the Motor Vehicle Information and 
Cost Savings Act The law prohibits car 
owner or auto dealers from tampering 
with an auto's odometer to conceal ac- 
tual mileage. 


True, used car buyers will benefit from 


the new law as they seek factual In- 


dicators of quality and performance. 
Reading the mileage on a used trade-in 
car is often as. informative as kicking the 
tires. 


BUT CAR owners trading in high-mile- 


age cars, however, may be stunned to 
learn that their vehicle doesn't bring the 
price they had hoped for, said Ross Kel- 
sey, executive vice president of the Chi- 
cago Automobile Trade Association. "It 
stands to reason that if you bring in one 
with 80,000 miles on it, and another with 
40,000 miles, of course one is going to get 
much more trade-In than the other," he 
said. 


"Up until now, no one could be certain 


of the mileage (registered) 
on the 


odometer," Kelsey explained. 
"Some 


people would turn the mileage back to 
zero if they were not certain. Now, when 
a customer comes In,, the dealer will be 
sure the mileage is accurate." 


The less mileage, the more the car will 


bring in the used car market, he said. As 
a result the newer, high mileage cars 
will be worth less at trade-in time than 
in the past 


Does this mean that auto dealers have 


fostered the practice of shelling out high 
trade In payments for high mileage cars 


with the Intention of fudging on the car's 
true mileage to the used car buyer? Kel- 
sey says no, despite his predictions of 
car owners' disappointment at trade-in 
time. 


KELSEY SAID his association is "anx- 


iously awaiting news" of just how 
the federal law will be enforced. In the 
meantime, a temporary affidavit form 
must be signed by the car owner bring- 
ing the auto for a trade-in, stating that 
the registered mileage is correct If it is 
later found to be incorrect, the former 
owner is subject-to a fine of $1,500. , 


Several states had this law before the 


federal legislation was passed, and they 
found that people can live with it, says 
BUI Cook, owner of Bill Cook Bulck in 
Arlington Heights. "After the shock 
wears off, people learn to accept less 
money for a high mileage car," he said. 


Used-car buyers should not be dis- 


couraged from buying a high mileage 
car, be adds. "It can have high value if 
it has been well serviced," he said. 


"The used car. buyer is usually a good 


shopper," Cook added. "He knows ex- 
actly what he wants. Compared to the 
new car buyer whose first consideration

Design Work Can Begin 
On Salt Creek Flood Basin 


Design work for the 600-acrc Salt 


Creek retention basin in Ned Brown 
Forest Preserve can begin immediately 
as a result of legislation signed last week 
by Gov. Richard Ogllvle. 


Ogllvle signed a 1170,000 emergency 


appropriations bill as the first phase of 
the 130 million Upper Salt Creek Water- 
shed program. Ho said that if the state 
legislature appropriates additional funds 
during the next session, actual construc- 
tion work can begin in seven mouths. 


The bill for the $170,000 appropriation 


was approved by the legislature during 
the special session last month. Ogllvio 
said that If tho legislature had not ap- 
proved the bill, construction work would 
have been delayed another year. 


A SPOKESMAN for Gov.-elect Daniel 


Walker, who will be Inaugurated today, 
has said tho Salt Creek watershed proj- 
ect will receive • high priority In the new 
state administration.

The Upper Salt Creek Watershed 


Agreement Is a $26.5 million program, 
funded by local, state and federal money, 
to build a series of flood controls along 
Salt Creek. One of those is the 600-acre 
retention lake in the Ned Brown preserve 
in unincorporated Elk Grove Township. 
In flood periods, the lake would swell to 
a capacity of 1,300 acres. 


The agreement was signed by local 


and state agencies lost summer and was 
then sent to Washington, D.C., to get ap- 
proval for federal funding. 


IN SEPTEMBER, after heavy flooding 


hit the Northwest suburbs, Ogilvie an- 
nounced that the state would not wait for 
federal funding, but would expand the 
program and proceed Immediately. The 
expansion will add about *4 million to the:*~ 
$26.5 million cost. 


Before any action was taken by the 


state, the U.S. Soil Conservation Service 
reviewed the state's proposals. The con- 
servation service would be the agency 
through which any federal funds would 
be administered. 


The conservation service granted per- 


mission to the state to proceed, saying 
the work would not jeopardize the possi- 
bility of federal funding at a later date. 


The Initial Salt Creek agreement is still 


being circulated among various federal 
agencies. These agencies are to review 
and comment on the agreement by mid- 
January. 


After the agencies have reviewed the 


agreement, it will be submitted to the 
Congressional public works subcom- 
mittee. After the subcommittee's review, 
federal funds for the agreement may be 
included in the soil conservation service 
fiscal 1974 budget 


The entire Congress would then have to 


approve the budget.

Planes also will be landing further 
up the runway as a result of the system, 
because pilots know there will be enough 
room on the ground," Priester said. 
• He said that by the planes being able 
to tell exactly where they are when land- 
Ing, they will 'just glide Into the airport, 
rather than maneuver.'

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Mileage Law May Be Shocker At Trade-In Time 


by LEA TONKIN 


A Mm federal law going Into effect 


Jan. 18 will to a real shocker to many 
Illinois motorist* when It comes time for 
them to trade In their aulos for a newer 
model. 


That's the opinion of three area auto 


sales experts, commenting on the effect 
of tho Motor Vehicle Information and 
Cost Savings Act The law prohibits car 
owner or auto dealers from tampering 
with an auto's odometer to conceal ac- 
tual mileage. 


True, used car buyers will benefit from 


the new law as they seek factual In- 


dicators of quality and performance. 
Reading the mileage on a used trade-in 
car Is often as Informative as kicking the 
tires. 


BUT CAR owners trading In high-mile- 


age cars, however, may be stunned to 
learn that their vehicle doesn't bring the 
price they had hoped for, said Ross Kel- 
sey, executive vice president of the Chi- 
cago Automobile Trade Association. "It 
stands to reason that If you bring in one 
with 80,000 miles on it, and another with 
40,000 miles, of course one is going to get 
much more trade-in than the other," he 
said. 


"Up until now, no one could be certain 


of the mileage (registered) on the 
odometer," Kelsey explained. "Some 
people would turn the mileage back to 
zero if they were not certain. Now, when 
a customer comes in, the dealer will be 
sure the mileage Is accurate." 


The less mileage, the more the car will 


bring in the used car market, he said. As 
a result the newer, high mileage cars 
will be worth less at trade-in time than 
in the past 


Does this mean that auto dealers have 


fostered the practice of shelling out high 
trade In payments for high mileage cars 


with the intention of fudging on the car's 
true mileage to the used car buyer? Kel- 
sey says no, despite his predictions of 
car owners' disappointment at trade-in 
time. 


KELSEY SAID his association is "anx- 


iously awaiting news" of Just how 
the federal law will be enforced. In the 
meantime, a temporary affidavit form 


• must be signed by the car owner bring- 
ing the auto for a trade-in, stating that 
the registered mileage Is correct If it is 
later found to be incorrect, the former 
owner Is subject to a fine of $1,500. 


Several states bad this law before the 


federal legislation was passed, and they 
found that people can live with it, says 
BUI Cook, owner of Bill Cook Buick in 
Arlington Heights. "After the shock 
wars'off, people learn to accept less 
money for a high mileage car," he said. 


Used-car buyers should not be dis- 


couraged from buying a high mileage 
car, be adds. "It can have high value if 
it has been well serviced," he said. 


"The used car buyer is usually a good 


shopper," Cook added. "He knows ex- 
actly what he wants. Compared to the 
new car buyer whose first consideration

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First Step Taken 
To Get Federal 
Funds For Parks 


The Wheeling Park District has taken 


the first step toward applying for federal 
grants for Its park improvement pro- 
gram. The district board authorized Rec- 
reation Planning Associates of Skoklo to 
do preliminary research for the appli- 
cations. 


The preliminary work, prepared free 


of charge, will be a type of marketing 
report that will give tho park district on 
Indication of Its chances for receiving 
federal money. If tho district's chances 
are good, the board will have the option 
of retaining tho firm to prepare the ap- 
plications. 


David Grccnbcrg, representative of the 


firm, told tho board Thursday that the 
coat of filing would include a $500 to 
$1,000 retainer and a percentage of the 
federal money received by tho park dis- 
trict He said if tho grants were not ap- 
proved, the park district would only be 
charged the retainer fee. 


Grecnbcrg sold, however, that his firm 


has a good average In obtaining approval 
of federal grants. Ho said they have only 
failed lo get approval two times, and In 
both cases they knew beforehand that tho 
applications would not bo approved. Tho 
firm has done work for 19 Chicago-area 
park districts, Including River Trails and 
Prospect Heights. 


THE PARK district now Is planning to 


apply for $890,000 in federal grants for 
land acquisition and slto development in 
conjunction with Improvements financed 
by tho recent $700,000 park referendum. 


Grccnbcrg explained that his firm's 


preliminary work Includes Informal con- 
tacts with various federal agencies to 
test their reaction to tho proposed grant 
programs. "If wo strike out tho first 
agency or two, then we have to go deep- 
er Into a project," ho said. 


Grccnbcrg said tho preliminary work 


should toko between two and three 
weeks, once the park district supplies his 
firm with background information. It 
was estimated that this background In- 
formation would be available In three or 
four days. 


Tho park board decided to use Green- 


berg's firm Instead of Its own attorney, 
partially because of tho firm's experi- 
ence and good record in getting approval 
for federal grants.

Tho park district is now waiting for a 


debt survey to be completed and for up- 
dating of Its current official credit rat- 
Ing. Bjorvlk said it would be "pre- 
mature" to seek bids without having this 
information. 


Tho park board Thursday night author- 


ized Bjorvlk to have the rating updated. 
The park district presently has a BAA 
rating, tho same rating held by School 
Dlst. 21 and tho Village of Wheeling. 


BJORVIK SAID there is a possibility 


tho park district's rating could be raised 
to on A rating, which would allow the 
district to get lower Interest rates. There 
is a $600 fco for updating the rating and 
this will be paid with referendum funds. 


"If you do get up to an A rating, your 


$600 comes back to you again and again 
and again," Bjorvlk sold. 


The attorney estimated the needed in-

Wheeling Landmark To Be Torn Down

Wreckers are scheduled to begin dis- 


mantling the old Phillip * Carpenter Am- 
vets Post 66 headquarters at 144 S. Mil- 
waukee Ave. this week. 


The Wheeling landmark, built shortly 


after the end of tho Civil War, is now 
boarded up and stripped of its interior. 
Wrecker R. E. McManaway said he is 
waiting for good weather to begin work- 
ing on the building. 


The Amvets sold the building and its 


four-acre lot lost fall to build a new 
headquarters on McHenry Road and 111. 
Rte. 83. The Amvets had been consid- 
ering the move for several years because 
of the deteriorating condition of the old 
building. The headquarters had been 
cited several times for building, health 
and fire code violations. 


THE AMVETS property was bought by 


a trust held by the Wheeling Trust and 
Savings Bank. Amvets Cmdr. Harold 
Quiram said he does not know the names 
of the new property owners, but said he 
was told Wheeling Auto Parts might 
move to the site. 


Bill Hein of Wheeling Auto Parts said 


his company does not buy or build their 
stores. They rent from other owners. He 
did say the firm has been looking fdr a 
new location for some time. 


McManaway said he was contacted 


about wrecking the building several 
months ago, shortly after the property 
was sold. He said he has been instructed 
not to release the name of the property 
owner. 


The wrecker estimated it would take 


only three or four hours to reduce the 


historic building to a pile of rubble. He 
said, however, it would take a couple of 
days to remove the rubble from the prop- 
erty. 


When asked if village residents would 


be able to save mementos of the build- 
ing, McManaway said they might, if they 
are present when the building is being 
wrecked and do not get in the way. 


THE OLD AMVETS building dates to 


the horse-and-buggy days, when it was a 
roadside hotel and eating place. Marshall 
Balling, longtime Wheeling resident, said 
Chlcagoans used to drive out to Wheeling 
for Sunday outings. He said the building, 
which used to be called the Chicago 
House, was about a half-day drive from 
Chicago in those days. 


Balling said that around 1915 the Chi- 


cago House became a chicken dinner res- 


taurant and started catering to people 
who drove out in their automobiles. Dur- 
ing the late 1920s, a baker from Chicago 
took over the restaurant and remodeled 
the building. Balling said the building 
hasn't changed much since that time. 


During the 1930s, the Chicago House 


had a reputation as a "bookie Joint" as 
well as a fine restaurant "They used to 
take bets on the horses there," Balling 
said. 


After World War II, the Amvets were 


formed and they bought the old Chicago. 
House. Since then, the Tudor-style build- 
ing has hosted club banquets and meet- 
ings. 


The Amvets moved out of their old. 


headquarters Dec. 30. 


"A lot of the old-timers had tears In' 


their eyes," he said.

to 30 miles out from the airport. — 


"When they pick up the signal, that 


pilot knows he's right on course and docs

as low as he does now," he added.

they land is because they must visually 
see the runway before landing, and must 
use a step pattern for landing. . . .

A new federal law going Into effect 


Jan. 18 will be a real ihocker to many 
IlUnoU motorists when It comes time for 
them to trade In their autos for a newer 
model. 


That's the opinion of three area auto 


sales experts, commenting on the effect 
of the Motor Vehicle Information and 
Cost Savings Act The law prohibits car 
owner or auto dealers from tampering 
with an auto's odometer to conceal ac- 
tual mileage. 


True, used car buyers will benefit from 


the new law as they seek factual In- 


dlcatora of quality and performance. 
Reading the mileage on a used trade-in 
car is often as informative as kicking (he 
tires. 


BUT CAR owners trading In high-mile- 


age cars, however, may be stunned to 
learn that their vehicle doesn't bring the 
price they had hoped for, said Ross Kcl- 
sey, executive vice president of the Chi- 
cago Automobile Trade 'Association. "It 
stands to reason that if you bring in one 
with 80,000 miles on i(, and another with 
40,000 miles, of course one Is going to get 
much more trade-in than the other," he 
said. 


"Up until now, no one could be certain 
of the mileage (registered) 
on the 


odometer," Kelsey explained. "Some 
people would turn the mileage back to 
zero if they were not certain. Now, when 
a customer comes in, the dealer will be 
sure the mileage is accurate." 


The less mileage, the more the car will 


bring in the used car market, he said. As 
a result the newer, high mileage cars 
will be worth less at trade-in time than 
In the past.

Kel- 
sey says no, despite his predictions of 
car owners' disappointment at trade-in 
time. 


KELSEY SAID his association is "anx- 


iously awaiting news" of just how 
the federal law will be enforced. In the 
meantime, a temporary affidavit form 
must.be signed by the car owner bring- 
ing the auto for a trade-in, stating that 
the registered mileage is correct If it is 
later found to be incorrect, the former 
owner Is subject to a fine of $1,500. 


Several states had this law before the 


federal legislation was passed, and they 
found that people can live with it, says 
Bill Cook, owner of BUI Cook Buick in 
Arlington Heights. "After the shock 
wears off, people learn to accept less 
money for a high mileage car," he said. 


Used-car buyers should not be dis- 


couraged from buying a high mileage 
car, he adds. "It can nave high value if 
It has been well serviced," he said.

Park Officials Respond To Low Rating In Opinion Survey

The Buffalo Grove Park District has 


come a long way since residents In a 1971 
opinion survey ranked It the lowest In the 
Northwest suburbs, according to District 
Prcs. William Kiddle. 


In a recent letter to the Herald, park 


officials pointed out tho improvements 
that have been made In local recreation 
facilities. Tho letter was written by 
Kiddle in response to the results of the 
survey, published last week. The poll 
was conducted by tho Center for Urban 
Studies of the University of Illinois Chi- 
cago Circle Campus and Harper College. 


In the survey, of 25 persons questioned, 


80 per cent rated local parks as "poor" 
to "very poor" on a five-point scale. In 
addition, 84 per cent sold they would like 


to sec expenditures in that area in- 
creased. 


"First and most important, It Is ob- 


vious that more than the 25 residents In 
the college survey felt Improvements 
were needed and that they were willing 
to pay for them, as witness the success- 
ful $1,250,000 bond issue referendum of 
1971," the letter reads. "This resulted in 
the Bale of park Improvement bonds and 
tho establishment of a program of plan- 
ning, engineering and land-use study late 
In 1971." 


OUTLINING THE construction of new 


facilities that began in the summer tof 
1972, the letter points out that the out- 
door pool at Willow Stream Park was 
opened for splash parties and fishing der- 
bies last fall. Also, the tennis courts at 


the park, although not color-coat fin- 
ished, were opened. 


At Joyce Kilmer Park, construction be- 


gan last fall on the renovation and under- 
drainage of baseball diamonds, walk- 
ways and hard-surface play areas. As- 
phalt work is to be done there this 
spring. 


According to Kiddle, lighted tennis 


courts and a tot playground area are 
also scheduled to be completed at Kilmer 
park this spring. ' 


An indoor swimming pool at the north- 


east corner of the Buffalo Grove High 
School construction site is ready for 
brickwork. Plumbing and foundation 
work on the facility have been com- 
pleted. Kiddle said the pool will be used 
on a year-round basis, and Is set to open 


next summer. 


At Emmerich Park, preliminary work 


for the entire renovation of the site has 
begun, Kiddle said. Water lines for drink- 
ing fountains and the recreational ice 
rink adjacent to the center building hove 
been installed. 


As part of this project, both present 


baseball diamonds will be relocated and 
under-drained and one will be lighted. 
The lighted diamond will also be suitable 
for hockey play, he said. 


Other facilities to be constructed at

Mileage Law May Be Shocker At Trade-In Time 


by LEA TONKIN 


A new federal law going Into effect 


JM. 18 will be • real stacker to many 
nUnoii motorists when it comes time for 
them to trade in their autos for a newer 
model. 


That's the opinion of three area auto 


sate* experts, commenting on the effect 
of the Motor Vehicle Information and 
Cost Savings Act The law prohibits car 
owner or auto dealers from tampering 
with an auto's odometer to conceal ac- 
tual mileage. 


True, used car buyers will benefit from 


the new law as they seek factual In- 


dicators of quality and performance. 
Reading the mileage on a used trade-in 
car is often as informative as kicking the 
tires. 


BUT CAR owners trading in high-mile- 


age can, however, may be stunned to 
learn that their vehicle doesn't bring the 
price they had hoped for, said Ross Kel- 
sey, executive vice president of the Chi- 
cago Automobile Trade Association. "It 
stands to reason that if you bring in one 
with 80,000 miles on It, and another with 
40,000 miles, of course one Is going to get 
m&ch more trade-in than the other," he 
said. 


"Up until now, no one could be certain 
of the mileage (registered) 
on the 


odometer," Kelsey explained. 
"Some 


people would turn the mileage back to 
zero if they were not certain. Now, when 
a customer comes in, the dealer will be 
sure the mileage is accurate." 


The less mileage, the more the car will 


bring in the used car market, be said. As 
a result the newer, high mileage cars 
will be worth less at trade-in time than 
in the past 


Does this mean that auto dealers have 


fostered the practice of shelling out high 
trade in payments for high mileage cars 


with the intention of fudging on the car's 
true mileage to the used car buyer? Kel-, 
sey says no, despite his predictions of 
car owners' disappointment at trade-in 
time. 


KELSEY SAID his association is "anx- 


iously awaiting news" of, just how 
the federal law will be enforced. In the 
meantime, a temporary affidavit form 
must be signed by the car owner bring- 
ing the auto, for a trade-in, stating that 
the registered mileage is correct If it is 
later found to be incorrect, the former 
owner is subject to a fine of $1,500. 


Several states bad this law before the 


federal legislation was passed, and they 
found that people can live with it, says' 
Bill Cook, owner of BUI Cook Buick in 
Arlington Heights. "After the shock 
wears off, people learn to accept less 
money for a high mileage car," be said. 


Used-car buyers should not be dis- 


couraged from buying a high mileage 
car, he adds. "It can have high value if 
it has been well serviced," he said. 


"The used car buyer is usually a good 


shopper," Cook added. "He knows ex- 
actly what he wants. Compared to the 
new car buyer whose first consideration

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Parks, Recreation Cited 
Police, Fire Protection 
Lauded In Resident Survey 


Police and fire protection in Rolling 


Meadows were lauded by residents in a 
survey on the quality of services in the 
city. 


A recently published study, conducted 


by the Center for Urban Studies of the 
University of Illinois at Chicago Circle, 
shows that 88.26 per cent of the 36 Roll- 
ing Meadows residents responding to the 
survey felt police and fire protection in 
Rolling Meadows was good or very good. 


Also receiving high good or very good 


ratings were park and recreation facil- 
ities, 75 per cent; education, 68.58 per 
.cent; and health and hospital services, 
68.58 per cent 


Rounding out the bottom of the scale 


on quality of services was public trans- 
portation. Of those responding to the sur- 
vey, 84.38 per cent felt public trans- 
portation for tho city was poor or very 
poor. 


QUERIED ON the quality of trans- 


portation services, 88.11 per cent felt 
traffic law enforcement was good or very 
good. Snow removal and parking in the 
downtown area were also rated high. Bus 
service ranked last with 83.34 per cent 
indicating it was poor or very poor. 
There is no regular bus service In the 
city. 


As for spending more money for police 


and flro protection, 60 per cent of those 
surveyed said they would like to have 
expenditures stay tho same. Only 37.14 
per cent said they felt more funds should 
be allocated for this type of protection. 


Of those surveyed, 8540 per cent felt 


more money should be spent for public 
transportation, 80 per cent for air pollu- 
tion control and 70.07 per cent for educa- 
tion. 


Ranked as the five top transportation 


service priorities for increased ex- 
penditures were testing procedures for 
automobiles, subsidy to public trans- 
portation, maintenance on existing roads, 
better street lighting and Increasing 
lanes on some roads. 


Congestion during the rush hour was 


tho main sourco of aggravation for the 
residents surveyed, but congestion at 
other times was rated least aggravating. 


It rnpeared the majority of the re- 


spondents use their car to drive to and 
from work. The main reasons cited for 
not using public transportation were 
freedom to choose times of departure 
and return, safety, comfort and protec- 
tion from the elements. 


SIX OF THE respondents had moved 


to Rolling Meadows between 1950 and 
1960, four between 1960 and 1965, 17 be- 
tween 1965 and 1970 and nine since 1971. 


Prior to moving to Rolling Meadows 


27.27 per cent had lived in Chicago, 33.33 
per cent In another Northwest suburb, 
3.03 per cent in a northern suburb and 
36.36 per cent elsewhere. 


More than 44 per cent of the respond- 


ents owned one car, 36.11 per cent owned 
two cars and 19.44 per cent owned three 
cars. 


Fifty per cent of the respondents had 


an Income between $10,000 and $14,999 
and 3056 per cent had an income be- 
tween $15,000 and $19,999. The income of 
only two families was over $20,000 but 
the income of five families was lower 
„ 


than $10,000.

Mileage Law May BQ Shocker At Trade-In Time 


by LEA TONKIN 


A otw federal law going into effect 


Jan. 18 will be a real ihocker to many 
Illinois motoriita when it comes time for 
them to trado la their autos for a newer 
model. 


That'i the opinion of three area auto 


sale* experts, commenting on the effect 
of the Motor Vehicle Information and 
Coat Savings Act The law prohibits car 
owner or auto dealers from tampering 
with an auto's odometer to conceal ac- 
tual mileage. 


True, used car buyers will benefit from 


the new law as they seek factual in- 


dicators, of quality and performance. 
Reading the mileage on a used trade-in 
car is often as informative as kicking the 
tires. 
• BUT CAR owners trading in high-mile- 
age cars, however, may be stunned lo 
learn that their vehicle doesn't bring the 
price they had hoped for, said Ross Kel- 
sey, executive vice president of the Chi- 
cago Automobile Trade Association. "It 
stands to reason that if you bring in one 
with 80,000 miles on It, and another with 
40,000 miles, of course one is going to get 
much more trade-in than the other," he 
said. 


"Up until now, no one could be certain 


of the mileage (registered) on the 
odometer," Kelsey explained. 
"Some 


people would turn the mileage back to 
zero if they were not certain. Now, when 
a customer comes in, the dealer will be 
sure the mileage is accurate." 


The less mileage, the more the car will 


bring in the used car market, be said. As 
a result the newer, high mileage cars 
will be worth less at trade-in time than 
in the past. 


Does this mean that auto dealers have 


fostered the practice of shelling out high 
trade in payments for high mileage cars 


with the intention of fudging on the car's 
true mileage to the used car buyer? Kel- 
sey says no, despite his predictions of 
car owners' disappointment at trade-in* 
time. 


KELSEY SAID his association is "anx- 


iously awaiting news" of just how 
the federal law will be enforced. In the 
meantime, a temporary affidavit form 
must be signed by the car owner bring- 
ing the auto for a trade-in, stating that 
the registered mileage is correct If it is 
later found to be Incorrect, the former 
owner is subject to a fine of $1,500, 


Several states had this law before the 


federal legislation was passed, and they 
found that people can live with it, says 
BUI Cook, owner of Bill Cook Buick in 
Arlington Heights. "After the shock 
wears off, people learn to accept less 
money for a high mileage car," he said. 


Used-car buyers should not be dis- 


couraged from buying a high mileage 
car, he adds. "It can have high value if 
it has been well serviced," he said. 


"The used car buyer is usually a good 


shopper," Cook added. "He knows ex- 
actly what he wants. Compared to the 
new car buyer whose first consideration

Last month, the library board in- 


dicated it wanted to triple the size of the 
current library. Members of the board 
said that most of the proposed expansion 
was required just for the library to mea- 
sure up to standards set down by the Illi- 


nois and American Library Associations 
for the current village population. 


THESE STANDARDS state that the li- 


brary should have at least 40,000 square 
feet of space, while the current library 
has only 13,400 square feet Also, stan- 
dards call for a book collection of 130,000 
— roughly double the size of the li- 
brary's current collection. 


Library officials have said they would 


be interested in working with the village ' 
on an expansion plan, because both pub-, 
lie bodies need more space for facilities. 
Often mentioned has been the inclusion 


of a new library in a civic center, if one 
were to be built. 


Eppley said he agreed with the library 


board that the village and library should 
work together. "I think it's important we 
combine our efforts. It would be very 
foolish, I think, for anyone to go for a 
referendum," he said. 


The current library was built to serve 


a population of 10,000. Mount Prospect's 
lost official population figure was 45,200 
,and that is expected to grow to about 
60,000 in the next several years after 
various planned housing developments 
ore completed.

31 years, the Elk Grove Township High- 
way Commissioner will not be named 
Bradley. , 


Ronald Bradley, 70, of 1355 S. Arlington 


Helghte Rd., retires today after serving 
20 years as commissioner. He took the 
job when his father, Fred Bradley, died 
after being commissioned for more than 
11 years. 


"I was talked into finishing my fa-' 


theirs term," said Bradley. "I didn't in- 
tend to stay on as commissioner. I only 
wanted to finish out the term." 


When asked why he kept running for 


reelection, Bradley said, "That is one of 
those questions that has no answer. The 
job just grew on me." 


BRADLEY SAID the biggest change in 


the highway commissioners' job during 
the past 20 years is the way it has 
grown. "When I started, there was $178 
in the treasury and I could handle the 
whole job myself in half a day," said 
Bradley.

As highway commissioner, Bradley is 


responsible (or the construction, mainte- 
nance, repair, plowing and salting for all 
roads in unincorporated Elk Grove 
Township. The total mileage of unin- 
corporated roads has fluctuated during" 
the 20 years Bradley has been commis- 
sioner. 


"When a new subdivision b developed, 


the new roads are added to township's 
responsibility. When the subdivision b 
annexed to a village, we lose the roads," 
said Bradley. "When I started out, there 
were IB miles of road. It has been up to 
28 miles, but it is now down to 22 miles." 


ONE OF THE new jobs for the town- 


ship highway department is-salting of icy 
roads. "When I started," said Bradley, 
"we didn't salt. If the streets were icy, 
we waited until it melted." 


Before salting was done, sand was 


spread on the roads, said Bradley. One 
man would drive a dump truck loaded 
with sand.v Another would stand in the 
bed of the truck, throwing sand out by 
the shovelful. 


Another change in the highway depart- 


ment during the past two decades has 
been the time when snowplowlng is done. 
When Bradley started as commissioner, 


there "was only a fraction of the amount 
of traffic that now exists in the area. 
Plowing would be done during the day 
without causing any great problems. 


Now, if there is a snowfall during the 


night, the streets have to be cleared by 7 
a.m. or the morning rush hour will be a 
hopeless snarl. 


Bradley is responsible for getting the 


road crews out during the night if snow 
has started falling. "Nobody wakes me 
up, I have to wake everyone else up," 
said Bradley, who mans one of the plows 
during snow removal. 


Usually the crews are called out 


about midnight to get the streets cleared 


by 7 a.m. 


BRADLEY RECALLS two winters as 


especially bad ones. "The winter of '52 
was a dandy, but 1967 was worse." 


In January, .1967, The "Great Snow" 


hit Chicago and the Northwest suburbs. 
More than 20 inches of snow fell in a 
storm that lasted more than 24 hours. 


The township highway crews oprated 


around the clock trying to get the streets 
cleared, "I didn't know what home was 
for three days," said Bradley. "We 
(Bradley and the other workers) lived 
out of the garage for three days. We'd 
get a couple of hours' sleep and go back 
out plowing."

Residents Oppose Office Building 


Almost SO persons voiced their opposi- 


tion to an office building proposed for the 
southwest corner of Mllburn Avenue and 
William Street in Mount Prospect during 
a village plan commission hearing Fri- 
day night. 


The developers, led by Thomas Obrill 


of Unique Construction Co., want to build 
a two-story structure that would Include 
garages and two offices on the first floor 
and five offices on the second floor. They 
are asking the village to change the zon- 
ing of the property from residential to 
business. 


Almost SO persons were in the au- 


dience, and In response to a question 
from commissioners, all indicated they 
were there to oppose the plan. One resi- 
dent presented a petition which he said 
contained 1S1 signatures of persons op- 
posing the plan. 


Plan commissioners criticized the de- 


velopers because the plans presented to 
t h e commission were not detailed 
enough. "You don't have enough infor- 
mation here for us to even'ask ques- 
tions," Plan Commissioner Robert 
McBride told the petitioners. 


McBrido estimated that based on the 


square footage of the proposed building, 
almost 40 parking spaces would be re- 
quired under the village's ordinances. 
Obrill indicated only 14 spaces were in- 
cluded in the plan. 


The site of the proposed building is 


triangular and is currently zoned for 
single-family dwellings. Several resi- 
dents at the hearing indicated - they 


thought homes rather than an office 
building should be built on the now va- 
cant site. 


The plan commission Is expected to 


take up the rezoning plea at its next 
study meeting Jan. 17. The commission's 
recommendation will be forwarded to the 
village board where the final decision 
will be made.

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Mileage Law May Be Shocker At Trade-In Time 


by LEA TONKIN 


A new federal law going Into effect 


Jan. 18 will be a real ibocker to many 
Illinois motorlita when It comes time for 
them to trade In their autos for a newer 
model. 


That's the opinion of three area auto 


tales experts, commenting on the effect 
of the Motor Vehicle Information and 
Cost Savings Act The law prohibits car 
owner or auto dealers from tampering 
with an auto's odometer to conceal ac- 
tual mileage. 


True, used car buyers will benefit from 


the new law as they seek factual in- 


dicators of quality and performance. 
Reading the mileage on a used trade-in 
car Is often as informative as kicking the 
tires. 


BUT CAR owners trading in high-mile- 


age cars, however, may be stunned to 
learn that their vehicle doesn't bring the 
price they had hoped for, said Ross Kel- 
sey, executive vice president of the Chi- 
cago Automobile Trade Association. "It 
stands to reason that if you bring in one 
with 80,000 miles on It, and another with 
40,000 miles, of course one Is going to get 
much more tradoln than the other," be 
said. 


"Up until now, no one could be certain 


of the mileage (registered) 
on the. 


odometer," Kelsey explained. "Some 
people would turn the mileage back to 
zero if they were not certain. Now, when ' 
a customer comes in, the dealer will be 
sure the mileage is accurate." 


The less mileage, the more the car will 


bring In the used car market, he said. As 
a result the newer, high mileage cars 
will be worth less at trade-in time than 
in the past 
• Does this mean that auto dealers have 
fostered the practice of shelling out high 
trade In payments for high mileage cars 


with the intention of fudging on the car's 
true mileage to the used car buyer? Kel- 
sey says no, despite his predictions of 
car owners' disappointment at trade-in 
time. 


KELSEY SAID his association Is "anx- 


iously awaiting news" of just how 
the federal law will be enforced. In the 
meantime, a temporary affidavit form 
must-be signed by the car owner bring- 
big the auto for a trade-in, stating that 
the registered mileage is correct If it is 
later found to be incorrect, the former 
owner Is subject to a fine of $1,500. 


Several states had this law before the 


federal legislation was passed, and they 
found that people can live with it, says 
Bill Cook, owner of Bill-Cook Bulck in 
Arlington Heights. "After the shock 
wears.off, .people learn to accept less 
money for a high mileage car," he said. 


Used-car buyers should not be dis- 


couraged from buying a high mileage 
car, be adds. "It can have high value if 
It has been well serviced," he said. 


"The used car buyer is usually a good 


shopper," Cook added. "He knows ex- 
actly what he wants. Compared to the 
new car buyer whose first consideration

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Merits Of School 
Caucus Bylaws 
Being Questioned

An Analysis 


The yearly search for school board 


candidates is on, and so is the debate on 
merits of the Arlington Heights School 
Dlst 25 Nominating Committee, com- 
monly known as the caucus. 


According to the bylaws, "the purpose 


of the nominating committee Is to locate, 
place on the ballot and endorse well-qual- 
ified candidates for election to the board 
of education of Dlst. 25." 


Few people could argue with the Intent 


of the caucus. But, the process by which 
candidates are selected and additional 
bylaws that limit the eligibility of candi- 
dates are again being attacked. 


Even school board members, who are 


all products of the caucus, have recom- 
mended some changes In tho system this 
year. 


II. ROBERT POWELL, president of 


tho board, told caucus members last 
week that tho rulo limiting tho number of 
consecutive terms a board member can 
servo to two Is "asinine." This rule could 
lead to an all-freshman board, he said. 


William Beck, a board member seek- 


ing a second slating by tho caucus this 
year, has also said that tho caucus 
should "consider tho merits of tho board 
member, not how long they've been on 
tho board. 


"If a board member wants to get in- 


volved with state associations, it takes a 
while to get established," said Beck. "In 
six years, a board member might just be 
entering tho realm of state educational 
affairs." 


And odds arc that if a two-term board 


member tried to buck the caucus for a 
third term as an independent candidate, 
he would lose. 


IN THE PAST 18 years that tho caucus 


has been in operation, only three inde- 
pendents have run against caucus candi- 
dates, and none of them won. 


"Since all caucus members must sup- 


port the caucus candidates as stated In 
tho bylaws (hero's little chance that an 
Independent could ever win," said a can- 
didate for caucus endorsement last year 
who decided against running as an inde- 
pendent "Even tho people who nomi- 
nated me for caucus endorsement could 
not support me." 


Tho caucus was formed In 1B54 because 


there were too few qualified candidates 
seeking a school board seat and there 
was too much politicking involved In the 
process, according to a former school 
board member who was endorsed twice 
by the caucus, •• •• , 
• •- .. 
, ' 


Now instead of selling themselves to 


70,000 voters, prospective board mem- 
bers need only sell themselves to 96 
caucus members. And once a candidate 
Is endorsed for a three-year term, he is 
pretty much'assured of endorsement for 
a second three-year term. 


Several school district old-timers 


recently contacted can't remember when 
a Incumbent was dumped. 
. But, .caucus proponents wffl say that 
thtf' caucus represents the village just 
about as well as tho turnout at the polls 
In April. 


CAUCUS membership is open to "non- 


political, non-religious" organizations 
which are wholly or partly in Dlst. 25, 
are cither "civic or education in inter- 
est," and have been In operation for at 
least two years. Each organization sends 
two delegates to the caucus. 


This year the caucus*. 48 organizations 


include most PTAs, several homeowners 
groups, fraternal organizations, veterans' 
groups, the chamber of commerce and a 
few local cultural groups. 


"Anyone who wants to get Into the 


caucus can do so through one organiza- 
tion or another," said a former caucus 
chairman.

There's no doubt, however, that PTA 


groups nearly, have the majority vote. 
Lost year, out of 63 members who voted 
in the endorsement session, PTA dele- 
gates cast 29 votes. Both candidates 
slated last year were nominated by a 
PTA member.

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Mileage Law May Be Shocker At Trade-In Time 


by LEA .TONKIN 


A new federal law going Into effect 


Jan. IS will be a real ihocker to many 
IlllnoU motorists when it comes time for 
them to trade In their auttw for a newer 
model. 


That's the opinion of three area auto 


sales experts, commenting on the effect 
of the Motor Vehicle Information and 
Cost Savings Act The law prohibits car 
owner or auto dealers from tampering 
with an auto's odometer to conceal ac- 
tual mileage. 
, 


True, used car buyers will benefit from 


the new law as they seek factual In- 


dicators of quality and performance. 
Reading the mileage on a used trade-in 
car is often as informative as kicking the 
tires. 


BUT CAR owners trading'in high-mile- 


age cars, however, may be stunned to 
learn that their vehicle doesn't bring the 
price they had hoped for, said Ross Kel- 
sey, executive vice president of the Chi- 
cago Automobile Trade Association. "It 
stands to reason that if you bring in one 
with 80,000 miles on it, and another with 
40,000 miles, of course one Is going to get 
much more trade-in than the other," he 
said. 


"Up until now, no one could be certain 


of the mileage (registered) on the 
odometer," Kelsey explained. "Some 
people would turn the mileage back to 
zero if they were not certain. Now, when 
a customer comes in, the dealer will be 
sure the mileage is accurate." 


The less mileage, the more the car will 


bring in the used car market, be said. As 
a result the newer, high mileage cars 
will be worth less at trade-in time than 
in the past. 


Does this mean that auto dealers have 


fostered the practice of shelling out high 
trade hi payments for high mileage cars 


with the intention of fudging on the car's 
true mileage to the used cartmyer? Kel- 
sey says no, despite his predictions of 
car owners' disappointment at trade-in 
time. 


KELSEY SAID his association is "anx- 


iously awaiting 'news" of just how 
the federal.law will be enforced. In the 
meantime, a temporary affidavit form 
must be signed by the car owner bring- 
ing the auto for a trade-in, stating that 
the registered mileage is correct If it is 
later found to be incorrect, the former 
owner is subject to a fine of $1,500. 


Several states had this law before the 


federal legislation was passed, and they 
found that people can live with it, says 
Bill Cook, owner of Bill Cook Buick in 
Arlington Heights. "After the shock 
wears off, people learn to accept less 
money for a high mileage car," he said. 


Used-car"buyers should*not be dis- 


couraged from buying a high mileage 
car, he adds. "It can have high value if 
it has been well serviced," he said. 


"The used car buyer is usually a good 


shopper,"'Cdok added. "He knows ex- 
actly what he wants. Compared to the 
new car buyer whose first consideration

"What's to prevent someone with dirty 


hands from filling a machine and selling 
at a gas station?" ho said. 


City ordinance licenses sales of milk 


and vending machine food. Milk and 
sandwich machine licenses cost $15 each. 
"We can check to see that a refrigerator 
for milk Is operating at the proper tem- 
perature and is clean. We can check 
vending machines where the food is pre- 
packaged," he said. 


"It Is my thinking that all such items 


(eggs, bread .. .) should either not be 
sold or be sold through a licensed vend- 
ing machine," Martin's letter states. 


ILLINOIS ALSO regulates egg and 


meat sales. State statute requires either 
a $5 or $30 license to sell fresh eggs. 


Groceries that cut bulk meat, then sell 


store-made sandwiches or lunches are 
"catering kitchens" according to tho 
Public Health Service Food Sanitation 
Ordinance, Martin's letter states. The 
city adopted tho ordinance Aug. 17,1964. 


"All food stores that are cither 1) mak- 


ing sandwiches on the premises, 2) have 
a catering kitchen, 3) selling coffee 
(mode by them) should be classified as 
'food service establishments' and have a 
restaurant license," the letter states. 


Minimum restaurant license is now 


$55. 


But, In addition to licenses, stores sell- 


Ing sandwiches fail to meet city restau- 
rant ordinances because they lack .a 
three-compartment sink for washing 
utensils and a nearby handwashlng sink,

THE CITY can require restaurant li- 


censes, create a special license or class 
or ban the soles, Martin told the Herald. 


"If the sandwiches were pre-packaged, 


in my opinion, I would treat them like 
any other food item," he said.

City Government's Structure Needs Study, Revamping 


The recent city council revolt in 


DCS Plalnes provided us all with a 
bit of holiday political drama. 
More Importantly, it raised an is- 
sue in city government 
which 


shouldn't be dropped now thaf the 
squabble is over. 


A group of aldermen that turned 


out to be less than the needed ma- 
jority suddenly decided they didn't 
like the present full-time mayor set 
up here. With an eye on April's 
election and the absence of oppo- 
nents for Mayor Herbert Behrel, 
the rebels wanted to make the 
mayor's job part-time and hire a 
city administrator to do the coun- 
cil's bidding. 


Their motion lost and probably 


deserved to lose because it was ill- 
considered and hastily put forth. 
But the issue of reform of city gov- 
ernment is still a valid one. We 
urge the council to set up a com- 
mission to take a detailed, serious 
look at the present structure of city 
g o v e r n m e n t and recommend 
changes, if any are needed. 


We think some changes might be 


warranted. The first place the al- 
dermen should look, but the last 
place they're likely to do so, is city 
council itself. Des Plaincs simply 
doesn't need two aldermen for 
each ward, a total of 16 in all. 


If Mayor Behrel has had prob- 


lems as an administrator, certain- 
ly one of them has been getting the 
unwieldy council going in one di- 
rection. With 16 committees and 16 
committee chairmen to be catered 
to, the council moves slowly, when 
it moves at all. 


Also, aldermen are too much in- 


volved in administrative matters, 
things that would better be left to . 
the mayor or department heads. A 
change to eight aldermen and a re- 
duction . in the number of com- 
mittees, plus a transfer of all ad- 
ministrative decisions to the city 
administration, might help.

Such a commission could then 


make a formal report to city coun- 
cil. Any changes it recommends 
would hopefully be submitted to 
the voters for a referendum before 
the 1975 city elections.

A Shocker At Trade-In Time? 
Mileage Record Law On Tap

may be the brand name, a used car buy- 
er Is usually better educated in available 
options and features of various models.' 


People keep their cars just over three 


years, on a notional average, said Cook. 
For the U.S. an average 11,618 miles are 
driven every year by every motorist. 


When they're traded in, a large per- 


centage of autos are sold to wholesalers 
who sell the autos in the southern states 
and other areas where there Is greater 
demand for used cars. Turning back the 
mileage before the cars are resold else- 
where has been common In the industry, 
according to Dick Hoskins, owner of Hos- 
klns Chevrolet, Inc., Elk Grove Village. 


WHOLESALERS will not pay as much 


for high-mileage cars, probably account- 
ing for the greatest share of the antici- 
pated drop in trade-in prices for these 
autos, Hoskins said. "You're going to sec 
the leasing companies charging more for 
rentals, too, as their autos will be worth 
less when they're resold," he said. 


He estimates that the average motorist 


in the Chicago area drives 15,000 miles a 
year. Chalking up excessive mileage, at 
25,000 miles a year or more, Is the range 
where car owners will be hurt when they 
trade in their cars, Hoskins said, adding, 
"On a four year old car, 60,000 miles 
doesn't mean as much as It does on a 
three-year old car." 


Hoskins also emphasizes that high 


mileage doesn't mean a bad buy. "We'll 
try to emphasize the quality and features 
of the car, but buyers may be shocked 
when they go to buy used cars and they 
see the mileage after Jan. 18," he said. 


MRS. MARY RUNION, representative 


of the Illinois attorney general consumer 
fraud division, disagrees. "It shouldn't 
be such a shock," she said. "We've had 
n u m e r o u s complaints from people 
who've brought in evidence that odome- 
ters on cars they bought have been tam- 
pered with." 


The big difference will come when sell- 


ers realize they must sign an affidavit 


declaring the mileage to be accurate, she 
said. The new federal law may twinge a 
few more consciences, than in the past, 
but it does not mean the seller was pre- 
viously free to tamper with an auto's 
odometer, she said. 


According to an Illinois State Bar Asso- 


ciation opinion, any seller who uses de- 
ception, concealment, omission or sup- 
pression of material facts with the in- 
tention of deceiving a prospective buyer 
Can be prosecuted under the Illinois Con- 
sumer Fraud Act. Mrs. Runion urged 
any person who has been victimized by a 
seller tampering with an auto odometer 
to contact her office, open in Buffalo 
Grove every Saturday from 9 a.m. to 4 
p.m. or other area consumer fraud divi- 
sion offices. Complaints must be accom- 
panied by some form of proof, she said.

Solution: Freeze the bread first, then 


spread it (with even ice-cold cream 
cheese) while the bread is frozen. For 
some mysterious reasons, the cheese 
doesn't stick to the knife, and you can 
spread it any thickness you want with 
the greatest of ease.

Anyway, I 
checked four people who work with these 
blocks. The most simple treatment-(and 
on which two of the four concur) is to 
wipe on a very thin layer of mineral oil 
and leave it on overnight Next morning 
wash off with warm, soapy water, rinse 
and dry.
